INSURANCE SWINDLER CAUGHT. 


$15,000 Had Been Paid on His Life by 
Order of the Supreme Court.

DALLAS, Texas, April 29.—A man giving 
the name of William A. Hunt took out life 
insurance policies for $15,000 in Dallas, on 
Oct. 21, 1896, from Capt. A. J. Brown, agent 
of the Fidelity Mutual Insurance Company 
of New York. Two months later Hunt was 
reported to have perished in quickgands in 
the Pecos River Valley, in Loving County, 
Texas. .The insurance eompaify was not 


satisfied with the showing madé on tha.re- 
vorted death and resisted payment of the 
ife insurance. 

A Mrs. Jennie Metsler of Dallas, claiming 
to be a sister of Hunt, sued the life insur- 
ance company and got judgment. The case 
went to the Supreme Court of the United 
States and was affirmed, the policies, dam- 
ages, and costs assessed eagainst. the com- 
pany amounting to $24,000, which wag paid. 
Two days ago Capt. Brown was _ notified 
that a man was under arrest at Birming- 
ham, Ala., who the officers claimed was 
Hunt, the n.an accused by the company of 
being an insurance swindler, but declared 


; by relatives and friends to be dead. 


Capt. Brown went from Dallas yester- 
day to Birmingham to _ see if he could 
identify the prisoner as the man whose life 
he insured in 1896. To-night he telegraphed 
M. E. Locke, the company’s Dallas at- 
torney, that the identification was com- 
plete, and that the prisoner will at once 
be brought to Dallas.

Railroad Company, which is a Southern

The charges against the company are 
that it has not complied with the require- 
ments of its charter granted in 1872 by 
special act of the Legislature, which pro- 
vided that it should build a certain number 
of miles of road each year until it had ex- 
tended its line to San Antonio, Austin, and 
other places named. It is also said that 
the corporation has a competing line with 
the New York, Texas and Mexican Rail- 
road, and that the controlling stock of both 
properties is owned by the Southern Pacific 
Company.

GREAT FOREST FIRE IN MAINE. 


Raging in the Region Between 

Moose and Dead Rivers.

BANGOR, Me., April 29.—An enormous 
cloud of smoke has been spreading like a 
pall over the Upper Kennebec Valley all 
day, and rapidly working south. The tem- 
perature has,risen decidedly all through 
the country covered by the smoke. Men 
from the woods roads report the air as hot 
and choking, and cinders are falling in 
towns as far south as Bingham and Skow- 
hegan, : 

From the immensity of the smoke cloud 
and the direction in which it is traveling it 
is certain that a tremendous forest fire is 
raging somewhere _in the region between 

@iloose River and Dead River, probably in 
Holeb Township, which was devastated 
twenty-five years ago. From the top of 
Mount Bigelow this morning a great col- 
umn of flame could be seen away .to the 
north, and people in the town's of Bustis, 
New Portland, Anson, and Lexington have 
found breathing difficult at times to-day 
owing to the smoke in the air. 

The smell of burning pine is plainly de- 
tected, and this indicates that the fire is 
in a virgin forest. Lack of telephone and 
telegraph facilities makes it impossible to 
exactly locate the fire to-night, but from 
all that can be learned the flames are 
raging over a tract about: forty miles 
square. There has been very little rain this 
Spring in any part of Maine, and the woods 
are as dry as in midsummer.

Mr. Cantor Dismisses Superin- 
tendent of Buildings. 


Borough President Gives No Reason for 
Action—Henry §. Thompson js Ap- 


pointed, but May Be Ineligible. 


Perez M. Stewart, Superintendent of 
Buildings in the Borough of Manhattan, 
Wag peremptorily removed from office yes- 
terday by Borough President Cantor. No 
charges were preferred against Mr. Stew- 

| art, and he-asserts that his remdval was 

fur political reasons. Up to two days ago, 
he says, Mr. Cantor declared to him per- 
sonally that he was satisfied with his of- 
ficial course. 

Some leaders of the Greater New York 
Democracy declared last night that the re- 
moval of Mr. Stewart was made because 
during the last three months‘he has tried 
to cultivate the friendship of those power- 
ful in Tammany Hall. 

Secretary George Blake of the Borough 
Fresident’s office appeared at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel last evening and gave out 
such facts as Mr, Cantor desired to make 
public in reference to the case. The an- 
nouncement was made that Henry 6S. 
Thompson, formerly of the Thompsoy-Star- 
rett Corstruction Company, had b ap- 
pointed to succeed Mr. Stewart. 

The question arose at once as to whether 
Mr. Thompson was eligible. Section 405 
of the Greater New York charter gives the 
qualifications of the Superintendent of 
Buildings, saying the President of the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan is authorized to appoint 
such Superintendent, who “ shall be a com- 
petent architect or builder of at least ten 
years’ experience.” 

The assertion was made last night that 
Mr. Thompson would be ineligible to serve 
because he has had only four years’ ex- 
periznce in building operations. His first 
buil*i.g experience, it is said, was with 
the fir of Thompson & Adams. The 
partnership was terminated by the suicide 
of Mr. Adams. Subsequently Mr. Thomp- 
son became connected with the Thompson- 
Starrett Company. He served as Treasurer 
for two and a half years, and during that 
time had control of the finances of the 
company, while the building operations 
were in charge of the other members of the 
concern. 

“Secretary Blake, however, insisted that 
Mr. Thompson has had eleven years’ ex- 
perience, but could not at the time give 
specific information concerning that feat- 
ure of his career. 

The first sign that there was any dis- 
agreement. between Borough President 
Cantor and the Superintendent of Bulld- 
ings came at the meeting of the Greater 
New York Democracy,.held less than a 
month ago. Charges were made then in 
the secret session that Superintendent 
Stewart had been partial to certain poli- 
ticlans in Tammany Hall. 

There was a heated debate, and charges 
were made that Borough President Cantor 
was not treating the members of the 
Greater New York Democracy with the 
political considerations which they de- 
served: John C. Sheehan took a prom- 
inent part in this discussion. 

It was said last evening that for more 
than six months Mr. Sheehan has been 
trying to effect the removal of Superin- 
tendent Stewart because he would not favor 
friends of the leader of the Greater New 
York Democracy. 

Soon after this meeting Mr. Stewart re- 
moved from office Chief Inspector Thomas 
O. McGill. No charges were made public 
against Mr. McGill, but for several months 
there was serious discord between the offi- 
cials of the Building Department in refer- 
ence to matters which they would not dis- 
cuss in public. 

One of the reasons why Superintendent 
Stewart was removed from office was 
given last evening by some friends of the 
deposed official. They said that at a din- 
ner. given in honor of Chief Judge Alton 
B. Parker, Superintendent Stewart invited 
to the banquet Charles F. Murphy, the 
leader of Tammany Hall, and Randolph 


Guggenheimer, ex-President of the Borough 
of Manhattan. 

Mr. Stewart explained to the leaders of 
the Greater New York Democracy that his 
only idea in inviting these men was to 
have politicians of all shades of opinion 
present to show that it was a real harmony 
dinner, and make it a substantial indorse- 
ment of Judge Parker for President. It 
also was asserted that Mr. Stewart-invited 
Alderman Timothy P. Sullivan, but he de- 
nied having extended an invitation to the 
rae of the east side Congressman. 

everal members of the Greater New 
York Democracy declared last evening that 
there was mere back of the removal of 
Stewart than had been made public. Mr. 
Stewart was seen in his apartments in the 
Nevada, at Seventieth Streeet and Broad- 
way. He was surrounded by many friends, 
all of whom were ready to tell why he had 
been removed. All he would say for pub- 
lication was as follows: 

“T saw Borough President Cantor on 
Tuesday morning at his houses [ just 
dropp in upon him without any invita- 
tion or appointment. Much to my surprise 
he suggested, on account, he said, of out- 
side influences which he could not with- 
stand, that I should resign. I asked him if 
he had any fault to find with the depart- 
ment I control, and he said, ‘None what- 
ever,’ I said I would have to consider his 
request for my resignation. 

‘After due consideration, believing and 
knowing that the Bureau of Buildings had 
been wdministered to the benefit and wel- 
fare of the public, I made up my mind that 
I would not resign. 1 talked to some of my 
friends, and they told me _to stick to my 
aecision. I notified Mr, Cantor, and this 
afternoon I was afforded another oppor- 
tunity to resign. Secretary Blake of Presi- 
dent Cantor's office urged me to do so, but 
I declined to retreat from my position, and 
was removed. That's all there is to it.” 

“What outside influences were working 
against you?’’ asked a_ reporter. 

“TJ do not care to discuss that matter. 
Perhaps what Borough President Cantor 
said is true. and that he could not with- 
stand outside influences.” 

Thy friends of Mr. Stewart made many 
statements about the political issues in- 
volved, They declared that Mr. Stewart 
had refused to give advantages, which they 
called Fatty to the members of~- the 
Greater New York Democracy. They said 
Superintendent Stewart had treated all 
politicians alike. 

Another statement was made in reference 
to the filling of the vacancy in the office 
of Chief Inspector of the Department held 
by Mr. McGill, John C, Sheehan, it was 
asserted, wanted one of his personal friends 
named for the place, because of the power 
it would Bh m in the supervision of 
large building operations. 

Some of Mr, Stewart's friends said that 
his removal was due to a discussion which 
he had several months ago with Mr. 
Adams, law partner of Borough President 
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Cantor. Mr. Stewart was asked to do a 
certain favor, but he declined. Mr. Adams 
is then reported to have said that it would 
not be long before Mr. Stewart would 
be looking for a job instead of giving 
jobs away, 


SOUGHT HIS RETENTION. 


It was learned last evening that the men 
who became interested in the Stewart mat- 
ter and tried to keep him in office were 
Street Cleaning Commissioner Woodbury, 


Commissioner De. Forest of the Tenement 
House Commission, and John B. McDonald 
of the subway company. Oswald G. Vil- 
lard, who was consulted in. the matter, 
said last evening: 

“Mr. Stewart's administration of the 
Building Department has been shorough’ 
honest and competent, and the best whic 
the city has had for many years.’’ In talking 
over the matter with r. Cantor he said 
that he knew nothing which would in any 
way reflect on Mr. Stewart's pereonal in- 
tegrity. 

“ Mr, Cantor, if he wants to justify the 
removal of Mr. Stewart, will have to make 
pumice facts which will justify hts action. 

hether the fact that Mr. Cantor has been 
an independent Democrat and as such has 
attended a State Convention justified Mr. 
Stewart’s removal will have to be decided 
in the future.” 

President Robert E. Dowling of the Tii- 
den Club, who was sponsor for Mr. Stewart 
when he was appointed Superintendent of 
Buildings, said last evening that President 
Cantor was fully justified in the removal 
of the Superintendent. Mr. powing said: 

Since he has taken office Mr, Stewart's 
actions have not been such as to satisfy -his 
friends who placed him in office. here 
are many reasons why Borough President 
Cantor should have taken the action he 
did to-day.” 

In the statement given out last night by 
Secretary Blake, Mr. Thompson was de- 
clared to be one of the foremost builders 
and business men in the city, who until a 
year ago was the senior member of the 
Thompson-Starrett Company, and who 
lives at the Hotel Marie Antoinette, Broad- 
way and Sixty-sixth Street, which building 
he constructed and owns. 

The statement says that Mr. Thompson's 
references were Moses Taylor Pyne, a Di- 
rector of the National City Bank and of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road; John E. Borne, President of the Co- 
lonial Trust Company; James W. Alex- 
ander, President of the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society; Henry A. C. Taylor, 
Robert E. Dowling, President of the Tilden 
Club; C, C, Cuyler, Junius Morgan, Aymer 
Sands of the firm of Bowes & Sands, George 
8. Victor, Bradish Johnson, President of 
the United States Realty and Construction 
Company; John D. Rockefeller, Jr., W. H. 
Russell of Clinton & Russell, Anton Raven, 
President of the Atlantic Mutual Insur- 
ance Company; D. S, Walton. William 8. 
Sloane of W. & J. Sloane, Francis Burton 
Harfison, the Congressman, and others. 
The statement ended by saying that Mr. 
Thompson has erected many prominent 
buildings in this city, and some for Prince- 
ton University; that he is a native New 
Yorker, and belongs to some of the leading 
clubs of the city. 

Mr. Stewart was graduated from Colum- 
bia College in 1880, and has been engaged 
in business as a contractor and builder for 
fifteen years. He Has been active in local 
politics, and always as an independent 

emocrat, In 1896 he supported the Gold 
Democracy ticket—Palmer and Buckner— 
but in 1900 swung into line and voted for 
Bryan. 

His hardest political fight was for the 
Assembly in 1897, when he defeated Robert 
Mazet, Republican, and 8S. C. Weill, Tam- 
many. Mr. Mazet had the indorsement of 
the National and Henry George Democrats. 
After a bitter fight the Republican candi- 
date was defeated and Mr. Weill received 
the certificate of election from the district. 

The contest was carried up to the Court 
of Appeals, and it was there declared that 
Mr. Stewart had been élected. In 1898 he 
ceclined a renomination. In 1899 he. wus 
nominated by the Citizens’ Union and in- 
dotsed by Tammany. Robert Mazet was 
the Republican candidate, and Mr. Stew- 
art won easily. ; 

Soon after Mr. Stewart became Superin- 
fenders of Buildings he began an inspec-

ELECTRIC STRIKE THREATENED 


6,000 Men at Westinghouse Works May 
Go Out and Delay World’s Fair 
Contracts.

PITTSBURG, April 29.—A meeting will be 
held to-morrow night -to decide whether 
ebout 6,000 men employed by the Westing-

MOUNTAIN BLOWN 


Disaster Visits a Mining Town in 
Alberta Province. 


Various Theories On ths Cause of thw 
Explosion, 


Who.e Top of Mountain Slides into the 


Valley—Danger of Flood from Dam 
Formed by the Rock.

VANCOUVER, B. C., April 29.—Probably 
ninety-five persons are dead as a result of 
a mysterious explosion which tore off the 
top of Turtle Mountain, overlooking the 
little town of Frank, in the Province of Al- 
berta, early this morning. Great masses of , 
rock were hurled down into the valley of 
the Old Man's Creek, sweeping away the 
works at the coal mines on the side of the 
mountain and demolishing houses in the 
town below. Many of the inhabitants were 
killed in their beds, the men at the mine 
works were all killed, and fifteen of the 
seventeen men in the mine escaped only 
by cutting their way out through débris 
which choked an opening leading from the 
main shaft. 

There is danger to-night that flood will 
add to the disaster. The rock has formed 
a great dam, behind which the waters of 
the creek have been piling up, and if they 
should be let loose’ it is not doubted that 
the entire town would be swept away. A 
gang of men is working on this dam, how- 
ever, and it is hoped that before morning 
a new channel will be opened up for the 
creek and that the town will be saved. 

Frank is a town of about 1,000 inhabitants 
on the line of the branch of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway over Crow’s Nest Pass, If 
lies at the entrance to the canyon, and the 
French Canadian Coal Company has been 
operating the coal deposits in Turtle Moun- 
tain for about eighteen months.

over which a new line of the Canadian 
Pacific Rallway passes. A dispatch from 
the town to-night says: 

MOUNTAIN TOP BLOWN OFF. 


“A tremendously loud reverberation shook 
the whole valley of the Old Man's Creek 
this morning at 4 o'clock, and scarcely half 
the inhabitants of this town awakened to a 
realization of the impending danger, when 
from the top of Turtle Mountain, overlook- 
ing the settlement, millions of tons of rock 
Were hurled. 

‘**The Frank mines operated by the 
French Canadian Coal Company, across 
the river from the town, were seen to be 
Buried under hundreds of feet of rock just 
\@s the morning light was breaking. Inside 
of five minutes from the first thunderous 
shock and ‘before half the town realized 
What had happened a small force of men 
had started to the relief of the miners de- 
spite the great risk they ran of being 
buried under the rocks, which were still 
being precipitated from the lofty mountain 
top. 

“The volunteer relief force was unable 
to get into the mine, but managed to get 
Near enough to determine that not a man 
at the working had escaped. Many had 
been fearfully mangied. 

“The disaster was merciful to those men 
who were employed above ground, in that 
they must have been killed instantly, 
while those men in the workings of the 
mine may yet be alive if they have air to 
breathe. If all the air shafts to the mine 
were closed up under the avalanche, all 
the men must have died by this afternoon. 

“The disaster was not confined to the 
vicinity of the mine alone, for many of the 
dwelling houses in the town of Frank were 
demolished by the falling rocks. Some of 
the occupants of these houses escaped 
desth, but many others were instantly 
killed. 

“It Is conservatively estimated that the 
loss of life will exceed 100, and the latest 
yeturns place the number of dead at 112. 

“ At 4 o’clock this afternoon the following 
conservative estimate of the loss of life was 
made: Men, women, and chfidren killed in 
their beds, 82; miners working outside the 
mines and instantly killed, 12; imprisoned in 
the mine, 18. 

“It is impossible to arrive at any accu- 
rate estimate of the loss of life, as owing 
to the excitement and hurry and rush of 

_ people on the streets no one could say who 
is missing and who is not. There are no 
records available that will tell how many 
‘men were working in and about the mine 
at the time of the disaster. It is variously 
“reported that there were from 18 to 50 
‘miners under ground.

Police Commissioner Drops Bourke Be- 
cause of Military Tourna- 
ment Fracas. 


Police Commissioner Greene yesterday 
suspended without pay Sergt. Edward 
Bourke, who is accused of striking Capt. 
De Russi, Adjutant of the Twelfth Regi- 
ment, at Madison Square Garden while 
the military tournament was in progress 
Tuesday night. Sergt. William Eggers was 
temporarily detailed to take Bourke’'s place 
in Commissioner Greene's office.

Gen. Greene immediately 
ordered Bourke out of the Garden when he 
heard of the trouble. Gen. Greene admit- 
ted that he had sent Bourke, who is his 
personal Sergeant, to the wounded man, 
that it was the duty of the police to attend 
to the case» and that even in such a case 
the military authorities did not take pre- 
cedence over them. 

“The statements of Sergt. Bourke and 
the Adjutant are contradictory,’’ he added. 
“I have ordered Inspector Cortright to pre- 
fer charges against Sergt. Bourke. The 
trial will take place as soon as possible, 
and then al! the facts will be brought out.” 

It was ascertained yesterday that Private 
Gomme had been intérnally injured, but 
not so sericeusly as at first supposed.

ODD RAILWAY DAMAGE SUIT. 


Jury Gives W. B. Clarkson a Verdict of 
$25.27. 


William B. Clarkson of Seawaren, N. J., 
yesterday brought suit in the Second Dis- 
trict Court, Jersey City, against the Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey to recover $300 
@araages. Clarkson, who is employed in a 
telephone agency in New York, boarded a 
Central Railroad train at Jersey City ,to 
go to his home on the night of Jan. 27, 
The train did not go to Seawaren, but Was 
scheduled to connect at Elizabethport with 
a Newark train that did. Jan. 27 was the 
night of the great disaster at Westfield, 
and the company’s train service was some- 
what disarranged. As a consequence the 
Jersey City train did not reack Elizabeth- 
port until the Newark train had gone. 

Clarkson testified /that he was obliged to 
wait an hour, then go to Rahway and take 
a train to Woodbridge, whence he walked 
home. He was obliged to pay 27 cents 
to get to Woodbridge. The company, he 
said, had offered to pay him $25. The com- 
pany’s counsel admitted the facts, but 
claimed that the delay was due to causes 
which it could not control. 

Judge James 8. Erwin, who heard the 
case, charged the jury to that effect. He 
said that while complainant was entitled to 
compensation, as the company admitted, 
it was not a case to call for exemplary 
damages. wake 

The jury gave Mr. Clarkson $25.27, the 
amount the company was willing to pay 
and the 27 cents he had been obliged’ to 
expend in addition to his regular fare, 


WOMAN DIES OF EXCITEMENT. 


So Coroner Scholer’ Accounts for the 
Sudden Demise of Mrs. Elizabeth Payne.

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ACCUSED FATHER 
"KILLS HIMSELF 


Jumps from Washington Bridge to 
the Speedway Road. 


Policeman Clark Had Been Arrested for 
Beating His Three-Year-Old Son-— 
Leaves Wife in a Cell, 


Policeman ‘William Clark of the West 
One Hundred and Fifty-second Street Sta- 
tion, who was held in default of $1,000 bail 
on Monday, charged with brutal treatment 
of his three-year-old son Thomas, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon by 
jumping off Washington Bridge. 

The body in falling turned several times 
and landed in the middle of the Speedway, 
narrowly escaping the heads of Elmer Ste- 
vens and George Spear, Jr., who were driv- 
ing northward on the road, Every bone in 
the man's body was broken and death was 
instantaneous. 

Many persons witnessed the man’s act, as 
several on the bridge who had seen the 
man jump shouted and caused those below 
to look up. Mounted Policeman Isaac 
Werner identified the body of his comrade 
before it was removed. 

Clark, who.lived with his wife and five 
children, ranging in age from three to 
seventeen years, at 2,104 Amsterdam Ave- 
nue, had been on the force about fifteen 
years, and he always bore a good record 
until early in April, when two neighbors 
wrote to the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children complaining that they 
had seen Clark beat his three-year-old son 
with a club. 

Agent Frank Barkley went to the Clarks’ 
apartments on April 6 and found the boy 
on the kitchen floor. He had many cuts 
and bruises and was so emaciated that his 
life was despaired of. Clark was placed 
under arrest, although he denied that he 
had ever struck the child. Dr. William 
Travers Gibb reported that it was_ the 
worst case he had ever seen, the boy hav- 
ing thirty-seven cuts and bruises. 

Mrs. Clark charged her husband with 
beating the boy, but afterward Mrs, Clark 
was placed under arrest, and the case was 
called before Magistrate Flammer_ on 
Monday. Husband and wife were held 
under $1,000 bail each, Clark sent for his 
son Villiam, and yesterday afternoon the 
boy appeared in court and furnished $1,000 
cash bail. 

On leaving the courtroom they boarded an 
Amsterdam Avenue car, and at the house 
Clark told his son to jump off and see if 
the children were all right, as he was going 
to One Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street to 
make some purchases. Instead of getting 
off at One Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street 
Clark rode to Washington Bridge an 
walked leisurely to a point over the shore 
of the river. 

He appeared to be calm as he watched 
the harses on the Speedway. Suddenly 
when no one was near him, he climbed the 
low railing of the bridge and leaped off. 
It is believed that he intended to jump Into 
the river, but miscalculated the distance. 

The body landed only a couple of feet 
from William Henry, a negro of 269 West 
One Hnudred and Forty-sixth Street, 
frightening him so that he was unable for 
a few moments to give his name as a 
witness, 

At a late hour last night Mrs. Clark had 
not been informed of her husband's suicide. 
The policeman’s brother was trying during 
the evening to have her released from pris- 
on. The mother of Clark had not been in- 
formed of the suicide at midnight. 

The money for the bail of $1,000 was 
raised by the grandmother of Clark's son, 
who took it to the police court, where he 
was directed to the City Chamberlain, 
After getting the receipt the boy hurried 
back to have his father released. 

Young Clark, who is a telegraph mes- 
senger boy, said that his father threatened 
suicide at the time his wife was arrested 
for drunkenness two years ago, and that 
one day he would chastise his children on 
sight, and the next give them all that was 
in his power. 


CONVICT A MURDER WITNESS.

GUN SHOT SCARES YACHTSMEN 


Artillery Practice at Fort Totten Causes 
Trouble on Sulzer Launch. 


Artillery practice with the big guns at 
Willets Point gave a party of early 
yachtsmen a bad scare and a drenching 
Tuesday afternoon. They were Ernest 
Sulzer, proprietor of the Harlem River 
Park, which» bears his name; William 
Ringler, President of the Ringler Brewing 
Company, and several of their friends who 
were bound from Harlem to Glen Island in 
Mr. Sulzer’s 50-foot naphtha launch.

The water flew all over the occupants of 
the launch. Mr. Sulzer, who was steering, 
dropped the wheel in his fright, and the 
launch, struck by the wave from the fall- 
ing water, veered around at right angles to 
her course. This occurred so suddenly that 
Benjamin Cooke, who had been sitting on 
the rail, went backward overboard, The 
launch was stopped, and he was picked up 
in a few minutes, badly frightened, but not 
much more wet nor more surprised than 
those who had remained on board. The 
party abandoned the trip, and the launch 
started back to the city.

Martin, President of the 
Water Front Improvement Company, who 
declared he paid Wilson $4,500 under 
threats that unless the money was forth- 
coming several army tugs the company was 
using under contract with the Street Clean- 
ing. epartment, would be withdrawn. 

filson entered a general denial to the 
charge. He said he knew that the Water- 
front Improvement Company was making 
money out of the use of the craft, and 
suspected that money was being paid by 
the company to somebody either in the 
Street Cleaning Department or the Army 
Harbor Board, 

The witness said he met Dr. Whitmore 
and confided his suspicions to him. They 
agreed to do some detective work to find 
out where the money went. They were so 
engaged, Wilson testified, when he was 
arrested at the Hoffman House Café with 
$4,500 marked monéy, which he had re- 
ceived from Martin, in his possession. 

Wilson’s story was not shaken. He was 
corroborated by William EF. Preston, an 
army engineer, and William Samson, a 
broker who testified that Wi.son had dis- 
cussed the matter with them before his 
arrest. 

Street Cleaning Commissioner Woodbury 
and Deputy Police Commissioner Piper were 
witnesses for the prosecution. The case will 
go to the jury to-day. 


CHARITY SOCIETY PROTESTS. 


Urges Gov. Odell to Disapprove the 
Anti-Consumptive Sanatorium Bill. 


The Charity Organization - Society has 
sent. a letter to. Gov. Odell,, on the author- 
ity of the Committee on Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, requesting him to disapprove 
the .GoodselisRedell bill requiring the con- 
sent of township and county authorities for 
the establishment of any sanatorium for 
consumptives which might be erected by a 
city of the first class outside the city 
limits, 

In part the letter says: 

“Under the act above mentioned it is 
necessary to secure the consent of the State 
Board of Health to the selection of any 
such site, and, in addition, it is provided 
that the institution, When erected, shall be 
under the supervision and oversight of the 
local Board of Health. To require in ad- 
dition that “both township and country au- 
thorities shall give their consent is, of 
course, to make the establishment of any 
such sanatorium as fs contemplated by the 
act of 1900 practically impossible. The ne- 
nessity of obtaining the consent of the 
State Board of Health is ample guarantee 
that a site shall not be selected which will 
threaten or unduly expose the health of any 
particular neighborhood, The law already 
provides that the hospital cannot be erect- 
ed within the incorporated limits of any 
city or village. Qur Committee on the Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis, having in mind all 
these existing safeguards, most earnestly 
protests against adding such burdensome 
conditions as are imposed by this bill. 


FREDERIC A. WARD DEAD, 


Frederic A. Ward, ex-Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, died in his home, at 52 Rem- 
sen Street, Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon. 
He. was born in Farmington, Conn., sixty- 
two years ago, and was graduated from 
Yale in the class of ’62. He studied for 
two years in the Columbia Law School, 
and was admitted to the bar in 1864. He 
then entered the office of Emmet, Van 
Cott & Jenks, and when this firm was dis- 
solved he bécame a partner of Grenville 
Jenks, father of Justice Jenks, Grenville 
Jenks died in 1870, and Mr. Ward married 
his widow. 

He became a partner of ex-Judge George 
G. Reynolds, and in 1878 he associated him- 
self with Almet F. Jenks. That partner- 
ship was dissolved in 1882, when Mr. Jenks 
became Assistant District Attorney. Judge 
Ward's first wife died, and in 1881 he 
married Miss Jessie R. Thompson, who 
survives him, He left no children. 

In 1898 he was appointed by Goy. Black 
to fill a vacancy on the Supreme Court 
bench caused by the death of Justice Os- 
borne. The same year he was nominated 
to succeed himself and, with Justice Jesse 
Johnson, he ran against Josiah T, Marean 
and his step-son, Almet F. Jenks, who were 
the Democratic nominees. Mr. Ward was 
President of the Hamilton Club, President 
of the Greenwood Cemetery Corporation, 
a Director of my corporations, and a 
member of the. Brooklyn Club, Lawyers’ 
Club of New York, and the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Club,

NASSAU BANK’S CAREER. 


One Hundredth Semi-Annual Dividend 
Declared—its Funds Ready in 
Times of Panics. 


The Nassau Bank declared yesterday the 
one hundredth consecutive semi-annual 
dividend and reached at the same time the 
end of the fiftieth year of its existence. 
This bank was organized in 1852, the man 
most instrumental in its foundation being 
William Miles, who died last year. The 


first President was Thomas McElrath, 
partner of Horace Greeley. 

The Nassau Bank in every panic, in- 
stead of borrowing from the Clearing 
House, has been the lender. ‘In the panic 


of 1898 its loans to the Clearing House 
amounted to $1,300,000, and in the panic 
of 1857, when hardly half a dozen banks 
in the city remained open, the Nassau 
Bank was one which never closed its doors, 
At the time of the civil war, when gold 
was,at a premium, the Nassau Bank re- 
deemed in gold all of its State bank bills. 

W. H. Rogers, the cashier of the Nassau 
Bank, is perhaps) the oldest cashier in 
New York. He has been cashier of the 
Nassau since 1870, and his banking career 
dates back to the year before the Nassau 
Bank was feunded. F. H. Richardson is 
now the President. 


NO FEAR FOR FRANCHISE LAW. 


Attorney General Cunneen Says He Is 
Confident of Result If Another 
Appeal Is Taken. 


Attorney General Cunneen, who was at 
the Hoffman House last night, said with 
reference to the decision of the Court of 
Appeals on the franchise tax law: 

“TIT understand that the corporations in- 
tend to take an appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court. I have no fear of the re- 
sult there. But if taken there, the proba- 
bility is t an argument will not be 
reached until after the expiration of my 
term of office.

REACHES ST. LOUIS

Members of the National Commission of 
the World’s Fair, a Reception Committee 
headed by President Francis, and a crowd 
,of spectators were present to welcome him. 
For an hour before his train arrived troops 
.of militia and squadrons of police were sta- 
tioned about the point of disembarkation 
;to prevent a crush. 
© As the Presidential train arrived Presi- 
Ment Roosevelt, accompanied by Gov. Dock- 
of. Missouri, who had joined the train 
Keokuk, stepped off the rear end. Presi- 
gent Francis of the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position seized the hand of the President 
and gaye him an informal welcome to &t. 
Zouis. Mayor Wells, President Carter of 
the National Commission, and other mem- 
bers of that body shook hands with the 
President, and after this brief and informal 
reception he was escorted to a carriage, 


“which was at once driven off to the Good 


Roads Convention. 

Just-as the carriage started a middie- 
aged woman rushed through the line of 
officers, wildly waving her handkerchief 
and cheering the President. She attempted 
to reach in and seize his hand, but the 
quickening pace of the horses prevented, 
and although she ran after the vehicle, still 
cheering and waving her handkerchief for 
half a block, she was finally distanced and 
lost in the crowd. 

The military companies and a platoon ol 
police had ‘been waiting two blocks away, 
and as soon as the line of carriages ap- 
peared a slower march was taken up to 
cover the three miles to Gdeon Hall. Peo- 
ple were congregated along the streets and 
wildly cheered as the Presidnt passed. He 
continually doffed his hat in acknowledg- 
ment. The hall was packed with a crowd 
which had been waiting patiently for hours. 


PLEA-FOR GOOD ROADS. 


The President spoke of good roads in 
tones which showed, as well as his words, 
that he was thoroughly in sympathy with 
the object of the organizations. 

‘Roads tell the greatness of a nation,” 
he said. ‘‘The influence of the nations 
which have not been road builders has 


been evanescent. Rome, the most powerfil 
of the older civilizations, left her impress 
on@iterature and speech; Mhe changed the 
boundaries of nations, but 
anything else left to remind us of the Ro- 
man civilization are the Roman roads.” 

At this point in the President’s speech 
the crowd rose and cheered, waving hand- 
kerchiefs and hats. 

“Merely from historical analogy,’’ the 
President continued, “ this country, which 
we b@lieve will reach a position of leader- 
ship never equaled, this country, I say, 
should so act that posterity will justly say 
when speaking of us, ‘That Nation built 
good roads.’ ”’ 

The President declared that good roads 
probably were the greatest Agency for reg- 
ulating the flow from the country to the 
city of young men and young women. 

“A long line of liquid morass is not 
pleasant,” the President continued. “It 
méans in many instances practical isola- 
tion to the farmer. When the girl or the 
boy can’t take a turn on a ‘ bike’ even to 
a neighbor because of the roads, well, it is 
a situation not likely to make farm life 
attractive.”’ 

In conclusion, he spoke of the_ benefits 
to thgveountry districts of the trolley line, 
the felephone, and the rural free delivery 
and closed with the assertion that good 
eee were proving the greatest benefit of 
all.

ADDRESS ON THE CURRENCY. 


After leaving Keokuk the Rresidential 
party went to Quincy, Ill, where it 
stopped 45 minutes. In Court House Park 
Mr. Roosevelt delivered a short address, 
saying: ; 

“Our currency laws recently have been 
improved by specific declarations intended 


to secure permancy of values. But this does 
not imply that these laws may not be still 
further improved and strengthened. It is 
well nigh universally admitted that our 
currency system is wanting in elasticity, 
that is, the volume does not respond to 
the varying needs of the country as a 
whole, nor to the varying needs of different 
localities, 

*‘Our people scarcely need to be re- 
minded that grain-raising communities re- 
quire a larger volume of currency at har- 
vest time than during the Summer months, 
The same principle applies to every indus- 
try, to every community. Our currency 
laws need such modification as will insure 
the parity of every dollar coined or issued 
by the overnment, and such expansion 
and contraction of our currency as will 
promptly and automatically respond to the 
varying demands of commerce. 

“Permanent increases would be danger- 
ous; permanent contraction ruinous, but 
the needed elasticity must be brought 
about by provisions which will permit both 
contraction and expansion as the varying 
reeds of: the several communities and busi- 

éss interests may require.’’ 

The President then went to Hannibal, 
Mo., arriving at 12:45, and spending 15 
minutes there, during which time he made 
a short address. He was welcomed by Gov. 
Dockery at the State line. 

Five-minute stops were made at Louisi- 
ana and Clarksville, where the President 
made speeches. 

There is little likelihood 
meeting in St. Louis during the stay of 
President Roosevelt. The only member of 
his Cabinet who was seen by the Presi- 
dent up to the time that he left the house 
of President Francis for the Sigel Memo- 
rial meeting this evening was Secretary 
Hitchcock, and he saw him in a social way 
only, The President does not know of any 
Cabinet meeting to be held while he is in 
St. Louis. 


GOOD ROADS RESOLUTIONS. 


Convention at St. Louis Recommends 
the Formation of a Great Na- 
tional Organization. 


ST. LOUIS, Aprii 29.—The National and 
International Good Roads Convention to- 
day adopted these resolutions, presented by 
the committee headed by T. G. Harper of 
Iowa: 

First—That the building of good roads in the 
United States is now of paramount importance 
to National prosperity and ‘commercial su- 
premacy. 

Second—That we recommend the harmonious 
co-operation of the township, county, State, and 
National Governments in the furtherance of this 
great end. 

Third—That the association believes that the 
appropriations heretofore made for the building 
of railroads, canals, and the improvement of the 
rivers and harbors have been wise and benefi- 
cent, but an appropriation for the improvement 
of public highways has now become necessary 
to extend the blessings of intelligence and to 
promote a high order of citizenship among all 
classes of ,cople and to meet the ever-growing 
necessities of the agricultural Interests. 

Fourth—That we recommend the establishment 
throughout the United States of a complete and 
perfect organization from the Nation down to 
the township, which organizations shall so over- 
lap each other as to make a complete National 
association, 

At the last moment a telegram of regret 
was received from Andrew Pattullo, mem- 
ber of Canadian Parliament, who was to 
have spoken on ‘‘The Highways of 
Canada,”’

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TOW BOATHEN'S THREATS 


Belief That Shipping May Be Tied 
_ Up To-morrow. 


Railroad ‘Men Consider the Situation as 
Serious—Effect Would Be Wide- 
spread rbitration Proposed. 


Although the marine engineers are liable 
to revocation of their licenses under the 
Federal law if they ‘ail to observe the 
terms under which they have been grant- 
ed, there was a general impression yester- 
day that the threatened tie-up of the ship- 
ping in this harbor wouid go into effect to- 
morrow. 

A general strike or “ resignation ’’ would 
affect 500 tug boats, 30) of which are op- 
erated by railroad companies. A meeting 
of representatives of <hese companies was 
held yesterday afternoon at 143 Liberty 
Street to consider the situation. ,General 
Manager Besler of the New Jersey Central 
said after the meeting: 

“The freight departments of the various 
railroads consider the matter very serious. 
They have offered arbitration to the marine 
engineers, but their association apparently 
takes the stand that it will make no con- 
cessions. A general tie-up of the towboats 
would prevent the arrival in this port of 
coal, milk, ice, and all perishable freight. 
There may be some action taken to-morrow 
by the representatives of the railroad 
transportation companies. There is no 
doubt that the railroad companies are will- 
ing to do everything in reason to avert the 
threatened tie-up.” 

Two hundred tug boats are operated by 
the master tugboat owners, who have or- 
ganized recently as the Association for. the 
Protection of Commerce of the Port of 
New York. The association and the rail- 


| road transportation companies are expected 


to act together in the present crisis. A 
meeting ot the association is to be held this 
afternoon in the Maritime Exchange to take 
final action, 

An official of the association said yester- 
day afternoon: 

As matters look now, a tie-up seems 
very likely. Its effects would be greater 
than many people now realize, It would not 
only tie up millions of dollars’ worth of 
perishable freight, such as dressed meat, 
vegetables, fruit, potatoes, and other car- 
goes of that kind, but it would also tie up 
all the sailing vessels coming to or arriv- 
ing in this port. The demands of the asso- 
ciation are too sweeping to be granted by 
the Cysboat owners. The advance in wages 
demanded and the reduction of the hours of 
labor with other conditions, amount prac- 
tically to an increase of 47 per cent. in 
wages. That the employers cannot stand. 

There could be no loading or unloading 
of vesseis, because the barges and lighters 
would be tied up. Vessels could not be sup- 


| plied with water because there would be no 


towboats to take out the lighters, Alto- 
gether, the situation would be more seri- 
ous than any with which New York has 
been confronted for many years. We are 
anxious to avoid a strike.”’ 

According to remarks of the members of 
the Marine Engmeers’ Association they will 
resign if their demands are not granted. 
Lhe organization will not order a strike. 
The presumption is that the engineers ex- 
pect to avoid the intervention of the Fed- 
eral courts in case the mails are delayed 
or inter-State commerce is interfered with. 

The officials of the Immigration Bureau 
are at sea over the problem that confronts 
them of transporting the immigrants from 
Ellis Islana. The boats are run by a pri- 
vate company. 

National President Jones of the Marine 
Engineers’ Associa#ion said yesterday aft- 
ernoon: “Some of the employers have 
agreed to the terms.’’ 

A letter was sent to every marine en- 
gineer in the employ of the New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River Railroad Company 
yesterday by W. B. Pollock, manager of 
the marine department, in which he sub- 
mitted a proposition for arbitrating whe 
demands; the engineers to s@lect an arbi- 
trator, the company to select one, and the 
two, if they cannot agree, to select a third. 

Regarding the proposition a marine en- 
gineer said last evening that it did not suit, 
The association does. not want-individual 
arbitration, he said, but a fixed scale. 


EFFECT OF LABOR DECISION. 


Eight-Hour Ruling Will Not Change Je- 
rome Park Reservoir Conditions. 


Controller Grout, when asked regarding 
the effect of the decision of the Court of 
Appeals on the eight-hour law, said that if 
the contractors on the work of the Jerome 
Park reservoir attempt to work their men 
more than eight hours a day as a result of 
the decision, he will hold up the bills pend- 
ing a decision by the courts. 

This piece of contract work, however, is 
an exception, for when the contract was 
originally drawn between the contractors 
and the city there was no eight-hour clause 
inserted in it. The labor union subsequent- 
ly asked the city authorities to insert this 
clause, and althuugh it cost the city an ad- 
ditional $1,000,000, the city made an agree- 
meut to pay the contractors extra money 
on condition that the workmen should not 
be workee more than eight hours per day, 
so that in view of this agreement the two 
parties interested are not affected by the 
decision, 


FIREMAN SWEENEY’S SUIT. 


Case of a Driver Who Objects to Work- 
ing More Than Eight Hours Argued. 


ALBANY, N.-Y., April 29.—The eight- 
hour working day question, passed upon 
yesterday by the Court of Appeals, came 
up before the same court again to-day in 
another form, in argument, upon the case 
of People ex rel. Thomas Sweeney vs. Fire 
Commissioner Sturgis of New York City. 
While local in its details, the case affects 
every paid fireman in the State, and might 
lead indirectly to the establishment of the 
mooted two-platoon system in the Fire De- 
partments in all cities of the State. 

Sweeney, who is a driver in the Fire De- 
partment, seeks a peremptory mandamus 
to compel the Fire Commissioner to limit 
his working day to eight hours. He claims 
that he has to be on duty twenty hours,out 
of every: twenty-four, in violation of the 
labor law, which limits hours of city em- 
ployes to eight. John J. Myers, his attor- 
ney, contended before the court that the 
Fire Commissioner had abundant power to 
employ as many drivers as necessary; that 
the overworking of Sweene was cruel 
and denied his right to ordinary human 
leisure, besides being inimical to the public 
safety. 

The counsel for Commissioner Sturgis 
maintained that the eight-hour provision of 
the labor law did not apply to firemen; 
that they had, in spite of their occasionally 
arduous labor, long pees of rest and 
special pensiou and other privileges. 

Sweeney was defeated in both the lower 
courts.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—A trough of low 
pressure extends from Arkansas northeastward 
through the upper lakes. On its northwest side 
Winter weather prevails, with snow and freez- 
ing temperature, while on the southeast side re- 
verse conditions obtain, clear weather and Sum- 
mer temperatures being general. West of the 
Rocky Mountains the weather has been fair, 
with rising temperature, although frosts were 
reported in portions of the plateau region. There 
will be snow to-morrow in the Middle Slope, the 
northern portion of the south slope, in the Mis- 
souri and Upper Mississippi Valleys, and in the 
northern portion of the upper lake region, There 


will be rain to-morrow in the lower portion of 
the south slope, the West Gulf States, the Lower 
Missouri, the Middle Mississippi, and Ohio,Val- 
leys, and the lower lake region. In the Cehtral 
Rocky Mountain region snow to-morrow morn- 
ing will be followed by clearing weather. There 
will be rain or snow Friday in the lower lake 
and eastern upper lake regions, the Upper Ohio 
Valley, and rain in the East Guif and Atlantic 
States. It will be decidedly colder to-morrow 
in the West Gulf States, the Missouri and peer 
Mississippi Valleys, and the southern upper lake 
region, and somewhat colder in the Ohio Valley 
and lower lake region. Freezing temperature 
is expected Thursday night in the Mijddle and 
Upper Mississippi Valley and south upper lake 
region. It will be colder Friday in the Bast and 
South generally. In the extreme West tem- 
peratures will be higher by Friday, 

On the New England coast winds will be fresh 
north to east; on the Middle Atlantic Coast, 
variable; on the South Atlantic Coast, fresh 
southwest; on the East Gulf coast, fresh south- 
west, shifting to northwest, and becoming brisk; 
on the West Gulf coast, brisk to high north; on 
Lake Superior, high north; on Lakes Michigan 
and Huron,. brisk to high shifting, becoming 
north, and on the lower Jakes, brisk southwest, 
becoming northwest to-morrow evening. 

Steamships departing to-merrow for European 
ports will have variable winds, with generally 
fair weather, to the Grand Banks, 

Storm warnings are displayead on the great 
lakes and Lake Pepin, and on the Guif coast 
from New Orleans to Brownsville. Cold wave 
warnings have been issued for Oklahoma, and 
frost warnings for Western Colorado, Northern 
New Mexico, Utah, the’central portion of West- 
ern Texas, and the northwest portion of Eastern 
Texas.

DISCLAIMERS BY RUSSIA. 


~ Count Lamsdorff Gives Assurances Re- 
garding Manchuria to the United 
States and France. 


* WASHINGTON, April 29.—The State De- 
artment has received a dispatch from 
“Ambassador McCormick at St. Petersburg 
to the effect that: the Russian Minister 
for Foreign ‘Affairs has assured him that 
the published reports of the proposed con- 
vention between Russia and China relat- 
ing to Manchuria are absolutely incorrect, 
and.that there is no foundatton for the re- 
port that Russia demands that China shall 
refuse- the requests of other powers for 
treaty ports and consulates in Manchuria. 

Mr. McCormick has been assured that 
the Russian Government has no intention 
to exclude other countries from advan- 
tages now enjoyed in Manchuria, or to con- 
fer exclusive privileges. upon Russians; 

. that the United States may be sure that 
nothing will be done to-close doors now 
epen, and that American commerce and 
American capital are those which Russia 
most desires to attract. 

It is. understood, also, that similar as- 
surances were réceived by the Secretary 
of State from the Russian* Ambassador yes- 
terday afternoon. j 

Sir Michael Herbert, the British Ambas- 
sador, called on Secretary Hay this morn- 
ing and was acquainted with the nature of 
the report made by Mr. McCormick, and it 


is presumed that he Had similar advices 
from his own Government. Baron von 
Sternburg, the German Minister, in com- 
pany with Baron Scheller, the new second 
Setretary of the Germah Embassy, also 
called at the State Department, and he 
likewise was advised of the latest develop- 
ments in the case.

Minister Conger’s dispatch several days 
ago from cong relative to the course of 
Russia in Manchuria. 

“It is a matter of the keenest regret to 
my Government that unreliable parties 
should haye informed your Minister at Pe- 
king on a matter of which they were evi- 
dently grossly fgnorant. And simultaneous- 
ly with my call upon Secretary Hay, the 
Foreign Office at St. Petersburg gave siml- 
lar assurances to your Ambassador there, 
Mr. McCormick. 

** Because of the long-standing and gen- 
uine friendliness which without exception 
has characterized the relations of these two 
reat countries, as well as in recognition 
of the frankness with\which your Secre- 
tary of State has dealt with my Govern- 
ment in all diplomatic matters, it Avas a 
pleasure for the Foreign Office to assure 
the United States regarding international 
negotiations which were pending with an- 
other power, even though in so doing all 
diplomatic precedent was broken, It was 
clear that your representative at. Peking 
hed been misinformed, a matter which is 
regretted, I am sure, no less by your own 
Government than by Russia, But I am not 
aware that any other powers have _ re- 
eeived from the Foreign Office such a 
statement as was handed your.Ambassador. 

“Those acquainted with conditions in 
Manchuria will bear me out in the state- 
ment that the country needs the importa- 
tion of American goods for its upbuilding. 
And certainly Russia, who is doing all she 
can to develop that great territory, would 
be the last to stand fh the way of an in- 
crease in this trade. We need American 
steel, lumber, cotton goods, and construc- 
tion material of all kinds, and this fact, to- 
gether with the traditional good relations 
prevailing between Russia and the United 
States, is sufficient assurance that Amert- 
can trade interests in Manchuria will be 
protected. 4 

“Of the opening of new treaty ports in 
Manchuria it is impossible for me to speak 
at present, put it is the earnest conviction 
of those best acquainted with the state of 
affairs there that such a move. will not 
be to the best interests of: the territory. 
Were the auestion solely a commercial one 
it would be different. But open a treaty 
port in Manchuria, and close upon the heels 
of commerce will follow political complica- 
tions of all kinds, which would increase 
the threats to peace, At Niu-Chwang this 
country has a treaty port, and American 
trade in Manchuria is rapidly on the in- 
crease. I am told that 80 per cent. of 
the cotton goods from the United States 
sent to China_enters the Manchurian port 
of Niu-Chwang. 

** Because of the singularity of. interest 
held by the United States in Manchuria— 
for all the world realizes that yours is a 
trade, not a territorial one—it lies within 
the power of your Government to exert a 
powerful influence in the. preservation of 
peace there. MRussia’s. desire is also for 
peace, not disturbances; in Manchuria, and 
it is to this end that negotiations are now 
proceeding in Peking in the effort to es- 
tablish a condition of evacuation and to 
safeguard Manchuria against a recurrence 
of the troubles of 1900. Striking evidence 
of the direct effect in this country caused 
by ufrest in China was seen in 1900, when, 
I am told, many cotton mills in the United 
States were forced to shut down until con- 
ditions in China were again normal. This 
fact and the, evidence the United States has 
already given of its desire to make for 
peace are sufficient assurance that the 
Washington Government will lend its 
strong moral support to calm excitement 
wherever it has been’aroused by the incor- 
rect reports from Peking.”’

GREAT BRITAIN AND THE 
ATLANTIC SHIP COMBINE. 


Agreement with J. Pierpont Morgan Fi- 
nally Concluded on the Lines Pre- 
viously Announced. 


LONDON, April 30.—The sMipping agree- 
ment between the International Mercantile 
Marine Company and the British Govern- 
ment has-been finally and satisfactorily 
concluded on the.lines previously an- 
nounced. 


The terms of the agreement referred to 
were announced by the Right Hon. Gerald 
W. Balfour, President of the Board of 
Trade, in an address at the Master Cutlers’ 
Feast at Sheffield last Sept. 30. Mr. Bal- 
four’s speech created a great sensation at 
the time, and the provisions of the agree- 
ment were generally applauded. 


In the course of his speech Mr. Balfour 
said: 


“Mr. Pierpont Morgan * * * is a great 
believer in the principle of large trusts. 
He may be right or he may be wrong; on 
that I express no opinion whatever; but he 
is a great believer in the principle of trusts, 
and he also considers that the conditions 
of the Atlantic shipping’ trade were such 


as to make that principle peculiarly - 
plicable, and owing to the Aaperibans ath 
tion he consented to that combination. But 
i am quite certain that he had no intention 
whatever of injuring the shipping or the 
commerce of his country, and the proof is 
the readiness’ with which he has met the 
Government on all these points in which 
the British interests might seem to be most 
endangered by the fact that this shipping 
combination had been called into existence. 
Well, we have made an agreement with 
Mr. Morgan, and the general! effect of that 
agreement is to secure that the British 
companies in the combination shali remain 
Fritish, not merely nominally, but in re- 
ality. ‘These companies shall be kept alive, 
and the majority of their Directors shai 
always be British subjects. The agree- 
ment further provides that every ship now 
fiying the British flag, and half the ships 
hereafter to be built for the combination, 
shail continue to be British ships and shali 
continue to fiy the British flag-—that they 
shall be officered by British officers and 
manned in reasonable proportion by British 
crews. In other words, ese British com- 
panies are to remain to all intents and 
purposes British companies, while the Brit- 
ish Government on its side undertakes that 
they shall continue to be treated as hereto- 
fore on a tooting of equality with other 
itish cotupanies in respect of ahy serv- 
\ides, whether postal or military or naval, 
which his Ma re Government may re- 
quire from the British mercantile marine. 
“As regards future construction, the 
combination has undertaken that at least 
half the tonnage hereafter. built for the 
combination, shall be built for the British 
ecompanies, and shall continue to fly the 
British flug and be in all respects British 
vessels; and a provision has Turther been 
added enabling 
in an event which I trust will not be re- 
alized of the conibination pursuing a policy 
hostile to the British mercantile marine, or 
hestile to British trade, to terminate the 
sgreement into which they have entered. 
*I ought ‘te say that both the agreement 
with the Cunard Company and the agree- 
ment with Mr. Morgan ere for p period of 
twenty years, In the case of the Atlantic 
shipping cembine, this’ period of twenty 
years is to be prolonged with a notice of 
five years on either side.” \

SPLENDID SCENE AT VATICAN 


Ceremonious and Elaborate Welcome 
for the King, Who Drives to the 
Papal Palace from the 
British Embassy. 


ROME, April 29.—King Edward to-day 
visited the Pope at the Vatican. The inter-

riage, accompanied by Col. Lamb, the Lrit- 
ish Military Attaché, and followed by. an- 
other carriage containing members of his 
Majesty's suite. The King wore a Field 
Marshal’s uniform. He had no escort ex- 
cept some policemen in plain clothes, and 
no troops*lined the streets, in contrast to 
what was done at the time of Emperor 
William's visit to the Pope. People gath- 
ered on the streets and looked on with 
curlosity, but they abstained from any 
demonstration, 

It was remarked that, contrary to the 
usual etiquette, King Edward did not lunch 
at the British Embassy, but had luncheon 
at the Quirinal, and, after a brief stop ac 
the embassy, drove to the Vatican, The car- 
riage in which the King drove to the Vati- 
can did not belong to the Quirinal, as a 
carriage of the King of Italy ceuld not go 
within the precinets of the Apostolic Pai- 
ace, 

The Vatican is perhaps the most cere- 
monious Court of Europe. It is undoubted- 
ly cone of ‘he most picturesque, and all the 
costumes worn there are of mediaeval pat- 
tern. 

As King Edward's carriage, at 4:20-P. M., 
entered the Court of San Damaso, sur- 
rounded by the well-known loggie of 
Raphael, aid whieh has been trodden’ by 
the féet of every sovereign who has visited 


Rome with the exception of the present 
Shah of Persia, his Majesty was sujuccu 

a battalion’ of the Palatine Guards in full 
uniform. Tattoo was given on the drum- 
heads; there was no music, as there are no 
Papal bands. It is declared that since the 
grotesque rendering of the German royal 
anthem by bugle on the occasion of the 
visit of the Kaiser the experiment of hav- 
ing music has not been repeated. 

When the royal party reached the grand 
staircase leading to the Papal apartments, 
King Edward was greeted by the Marquis 
Sacchetti, who acted for Prince Ruspoll, 
the Introducer of Sovereigns, who is ill; 
Mer. Merry del Val, and Prince Antici- 
Mattei, At the upper landing there were 
grouped in imposing array a number of 
other functionaries, who formed a charac- 
teristic and magnificent assembly. | 
them were Mgr. de Azevedo, the Papa 
major domo; Mgr. Pifferi, the Papal Sa- 
cristan; Mgr. “Constantini, the Great Al- 
moner; Mgr, Grabinski, Secretary of_ the 
Congregation of Ceremonial; Prince Ros- 
Mgliosi, Commander of the Noble Guards; 
Gen. Count Pecci,. nephew of the Pope and 
Commandant of the Palatine Guards; Mar- 
quis Serlupi, Master of the Horse, and 
Major Tagiiaferri, Commandant of Gen- 
darmes. ehind this roup, attired in 
brilliant uniforms, were the Knights of the 
Cape, and Chamberlains in black velvet 
breeches, blouses with stiff white. ruffs, 
and gorgeously jeweled chains about their 
necks, giving a touch of brilliant color to 
the scene. 

King Edward addressed a few words of 
kindly thanks in return for the hearty 
greetings offerdd him. The royal party 
then proceeded between’ ranks of the 
Swiss Guards, whose halberds gleamed in 
the sunlight that streamed through the 
wide windows. The hum.of the busy city 
alone broke the deep silence that reigned 
within the Vatican. At the Clementine 
Hall the party was met-by the Papal Mas- 
ter of the Chamber, Mgr. Bisleti; who was 
attended by personages of the secret ante- 
chamber, Upon King Edward's arrival be- 
fore the private apartment of the Pope 
the Noble Guard rendered military honors 
to the British sovereign. At the con- 
clusion of this ceremony the door of the 
Pope's apartment was immediately opened, 
and the aged Pontiff was revealed standing 
at the threshold, his hand extended, awalt- 
ing his guest. 

His Holiness was dreesed in_ robes of 
white and a red velvet cape bordered with 
ermine. Even King Edward paused a mo- 
ment upon seeing th» Fontiff in his white 
garments. The Pope's face was the color 
of ivory, but he moved without aid and with 
no apparent difficuliy. From his entire 
person there seemed to emanate sentiments 
of benevolence and spirituality. The King 
and the head of the Church clasped hands 
and exchanged a few words in French. 
King Edward then passed within the Papal 
apartment, the door was closed, and the 
Pope and his guest were left alone. 

King Edward remained with the Pontiff 
for twenty minutes. A bel: was then rung, 
and the members of King Edward’s suite 
were admitted and presented to the Pope. 
This little ceremony seemed to please the 
Pope immensely. At its conclusion King 
Edward took his leave, the Pope crossing 
the room at his side and saying his last 
words at the door. 

From the Vatican King Edward passed 
through the Piazza of St. Peter, where he 
was warmly greeted in English by a num- 
ber of Scotch pilgrims now in Rome, who 
shouted ‘‘Hurrah for the King!" Had 
King Edward looked up at that moment 
he would have seen a figure in a window 
of the second story of the Palace; it was 
Pope Leo, Contrasted with the British 
sovereign, who stood below in the sunlight, 
the centre of the animation of the im- 
mense plaza, the solitary white figure in 
the Palace window seemed to further the 
idea of the Pope as a prisoner. 

Instead of returning to the British Em- 
bassy, the King drove directly to the Quir- 
inal. 

Some particulars of the interview  be- 
tween the King and the Pope have become 
known. The Pope greeted the King, saying 
in French: 

‘“‘T am happy to see your Majesty. 

King Edward replied: 

“T am happy to be here and to add my 
congratulations to those of others upon 
your having outlived the days of St. Peter.” 
"The rest of the conversation was, on the 
part of the British sovereign, concerning 
the attitude taken by the Pope on the prin- 
cipal social questions of the day, and on 
the part of Pope Leo about the situation 
of the Catholic Church in the British Em- 
rire. It has leaked out that the Pontiff 
fntormed King Edward that in view of the 
meeting he had personally examined into 
ali questions regarding Catholic interests 
now pending in various parts of the British 
Empire, aad had prepated a memorandum, 
to which he hoped the King would pay his 
benevolent attention It is understood that 
one part of this memorandum concerns the 
school questttn in Canada and. contains 
practically the same points as does the. 
memorandum given by the Pope to Sir Wtl- 
frid Laurier, the Canadian Premier, when 
Sir Wilfrid was last in Rome. 

One of the Pope’s Chaplains called the 
British Embassy this evening with 2 por- 
trait of the Pontiff for King Edward, upon 
which was a dedication in the Pope’s hand 
and his autograph. 

The Pope, speaking to his familiars, 
seemed to be greatly pleased at the visit 
of King Edward, and said: ‘‘ He is a very 
nice man.”’ 

One of King Edward's impressions con- 
cerning the Pontiff became known this 
evening at tlfe reception at the British 
Embassy, where were gathered all the 
notabilities of Rome. ing Bdward ex- 
pressed his great ‘satisfaction at having met 
the Pope personally, and with reference to 
the Pontiff’s appearance his Majesty said:

REVIEWED BY KING EDWARD. 


Twenty-five Thousand Italian Troops 
Manoeuvre Before Him—A Brill- 
jant Spectacle. 


ROME, April 29.—King: Edward. this morn- 
ing reviewed 25,000 Italian troops assem- 
bled on thé, parade, ground, It was an im- 
posing spectacle and splendid weather coh- 
tributed to the brilliancy of the scene. 

The troops assembled at. an early hour 
and King Victor Emmanuel, the Duke of 
Aosta, the Count of Turin, the Duke of the 
Abruzzi, and. the Duke of, Genoa, accom- 
panied by big suites, left the Quirinal at 9 
o'clock in carriages, escorted by Cuirassiers. 
On arriving at the parade ground the King 
and others mounted horses’ and actively 
participated.in the manoeuvres, . ,

Military manoeuvres followed, the troops 
marching and wheeling, charging and fir- 
ing, and executing ‘other evolutions of 
mimic warfare, e troops, which were 
commanded by Gen.’ Berozzi, were formed 
in four divisions: The first consisted of 
two battalions of carabineers, two regi- 
ments of grenadiers, and two regiments of 
infantry; the second consisted of four regi- 
ments of infantry; the third was composed 
of regiments of the Alpine ee artil- 
lery, a brigade of engineers, and two regi- 
ments of field and mountain artillery, and 
the fourth was made up of crack cavalry 
regiments, Twelve Generals of Division 
directed the various movements. 

In. the course of the review King Edward 
expressed to King Victor Emmanuel his ad- 
miration of the splendid appearance and 
perfect discipline of the Italian troops. 

After the manoeuvres the massed bands 
played ‘*God Save the King,” the artillery 
fired a royal salute, and the whole body of 
troops saluted, The. crowd divided its dis- 
play of enthusiasm between the sovereigns

the troops. 
€ manoeuvres lasted an hour, 
which the two. monarchs -returned to the 
uirinal, receiving a continuous ovation all 
the way to the palace. The demonstration 
was the most enthusiastic witnessed since 
King Edward's arrival in Rome. 

To-night the British Ambassador gave 
an official dinner to mae Edward, at which 
the King and Queen of Italy, the Royal 
Princes, the Ministers, and other digni- 
taries were present. This was followed by 
a reception to which 600 invitations had 
been sent out. All the approaches to the 
embassy were kept clear by cordons of 
troops, behind which the crowds were 
massed, All the public and many private

THE KAISER’S VISIT TO ROME. 


His Majesty Will Go to See the Pope in 
a Carriage Sent from Berlin. 


BERLIN, April 29.—A trainload of Em- 
peror William’s horses and equipages left 
here for Rome to-day, so that his Majesty 
when calling on the Pope need not use a 


carriage of King Victor Emmanuel, whose 
liveries have not yet been ‘seen inside the 
Papal precincts. The Emperor has sent 
two vehicles, with eight coach horses, 
three saddle horses, and twenty coachmen, 
grooms, and hostlers.

Latter Said to Have Crossed the Trans- 
caspian Frontier—An Officer and 
Six Turkish Troopers Killed. 


BERLIN, April 29.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg to the Lokal Anzeiger says it is 
reported from Kars, Asiatic Russia, that a 


squadron of Turkish cavalry crossed the 
Russian frontier seventy versts from Sara- 
kamysh, ‘“Transcaspian Territory, and 
showed an intention of advancing. 

A Russian frontier post gave the alarm 
to a regiment of Cossacks, which fired on 
the Turks, Killing an officer and six troop- 
ers.

Christians Afraid of a General Massacre 
—Fierce Fighting Between Turks 
and Macedonians. 


LONDON Times—New York Times

LONDON, April 30.—-A correspondent 
of The Times, wiring from Uskub, says 
that M. Mashkoff, the Russian Consul 
who has succeeded the late M. Stcher- 
bina, is convinced that he will not leave 
Albania alive. 

The Turks seem reluctant to order the 
execution of the soldier Ibrahim, M. 
Stcherbina’s murderer. Ibrahim was im- 
relled to the crime by a local fanatic, a 
greengrocer by trade, who, when sol- 
diers and civilians were sitting together 
in a café on the evening of the battle 
near Mitrovitza, asked in a loud voice if 
no Mosjem would kill the man who had 
brought such trouble to the country. 
All were silent, but presently Ibrahim, 
raising up his head, said he would do the 
deed. 

The greengrocer is now being tried, and 
Ibrahim is the principal witness against 
him, : 

There is widespread fear among the 
Christians of a general massacre. 
Turkish officials openly say that the 
concentration of troops is not intended 
for the suppression of the Albanians, but 
rather for the settling of accounts with 
the hostile Bulgarian element. 

The Sofia correspondent of The Times 
says fighting continued on Tuesday in 
the distrigt of Djumaa, on the right bank 
of the River Struma. It is stated that 
the revolutionary band is surrounded by 
Turks. Bulgarian peasants appear to 
have participated in the encounters. 
Some who fled across the frontier havé 
been arrested. 

It is stated, adds the correspondent, 
that several villages are burning. 

The Vienna correspondent of The 
Times says the telegrams from Con- 
stantinople sparkle with probably un- 
conscious humor. The Porte, 4#t is de- 
clared, has received satisfactory reports 
from the commission of divines at Ipek 
and also from the commanding General, 
and it is stated that there is réason to 
hope that all the Albanians will shortly 
withdraw their opposition to the reforms. 

The pacification of the Albanians will, 
it is said, be the result of ‘“‘ various con- 
cessions’’ and of promises that certain 
“reforms of a special character” shall 
be carried out.

RUSSIA’S RULE IN FINLAND. 


One of the Victims of the Recent Ban- 
ishment Order a Man Who Never 
Took Part in Politics.

LONDON, April 30.—A dispatch from 

Abo, Finland, to The Times says that 
Reguel Wolff, one of the victims of the 
Governor General’s (Gen. Bobrikoff’s) 
decree of banishment, has never taken 
part in politics and never opposed thé 
new régime. There is feason to believe 
that false information was given by 
workmen whom he had dismissed for in- 
subordination, and who joined the police 
and guided a force of 200 soldiers besides 
police and gendarmes who raided Wolff's 
house. 
The Times’s correspondent says the in- 
dignation of the Finns is the greater be- 
cause hitherto life, property, and liberty 
have been protected by the law as safe- 
ly as in England. The Oriental despot- 
ism introduced by the Russian bureau- 
cracy is unlikely to succeed better in 
Finland than in Russia. 


EXPULSION OF THE FRIARS. 


Inmates of the Chatreuse Monastery 
Sent Away—Capuchins Still 


at Marseilles. 


PARIS, April 29.—The expulsion of the 
Friars from the Chartreuse Monastery was 
accofyplished to-day. ‘Large crowds of 
sympathizers surrounded the monastery. 
A battalion of infantry and a squadron of 
dragoons assisted the police. After six 
doors had been forced open the members 
of the order were found in the chapel and 
their expulsion followed. 

The crowd outside the monastery made 
a manifestation, but the troops preserved 
order. \M. Pichat, a member of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, and M. Poncét, a lawyer, 
who were found in the monastery, were 
taken by gendarmes, with the twenty-three 
friars arrested, to the police ‘station. 

After interrogation the monks were re- 
leased and promised to take their imme- 
diate departure, Without passing through 
Grenoble they went to Chambery, escorted 
part of the way by a crowd of two thou- 
sand sympathizers, some of whom removed 
the horses from the carriage of the Father 
Superior and Gragzed the vehicle an’ con- 
sideable distance.

HIGHER COAL PRICES IN MAY 


Festimony That Prices Were Not Fixed 
at Mectings of Temple Company's 
Directors—Counse!l Rebuked. 


President George F. Baer of the Reading 
Railroad was again the principal witness 
yesterday in the hearing before the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission on the com- 
Plaint of William R. Hearst against the 
coal-carrying railroads of the anthracite 
region. Mr. Baer was on the witness stand 
during the afternoon session under exam- 
ination by Clarence J. Shearn, counsel for 
the plaintiff. and his testimony caused sev- 
eral tilts. 

Only ance did the contest take on a per- 
sonal nature, and that was when Mr. 
Shearn had pressed for the production of 
the contracts between the Temple Coal and 
Iron Company and the coal-carrying rail- 
roads, and Mr. Baer, on the advice of coun- 
sel, had refused to produce them or have 
them produced. 

“Do you refuse to produce those con- 
tracts,’’ Mr. Shearn asked, ‘‘ because they 
would tend to incriminate you?” 

“I decline to answer because your ques- 
tion is insolent,” Mr. Baer replied. ‘ And 
i will say that nothing in any contract that 
I ever executed made me the criminal that 
your client, in a public proclamation, pub- 
Nshed me to be, and he cannot come into 
this court and insult me. You are not a 
gentleman to ask me that question.” 

The answer participated some further ex- 
change of compliments, but when the ex- 
amination returned to the matter at hand, 
it proceeded as an inquiry into the circum- 
Stances attending the taking up of the 
Temple Coal and Iron Company by the 
Guarantee Trust Company and the relation 
between the various coal-carrying rail- 
roads. 

Mr. Baer maintained that there was com- 
petition between the coal roads, in 
sense of competing for business in the 
same territory, but he admitted that com- 
petition, looked upon from the point of 
view of rival construction of lines in the 
Same territory, did not exist. The form of 
competition he describes as existing, he 
termed “friendly competition,’ as distin- 
guished from ‘cut-throat competition.” 
which, he said, subserved the interests 
neither of the railroads nor of the public. 

The commission met in the Federal Build- 
ing. All of the railroads in question, ex- 
cept the Pennsylvania and the Baltimore 
and Ohio, were represented by counsel, 
and Mr. Shearn introduced as his associate 
during the rest of the case, é¢x-Governor 
Budd of California. 

John Edmunds, sales agent in New York 
for the Reading Coal and Iron Company, 
Was the first witness, and in reply to 
questions he said that the price at which 
coal is sold is fixed by the general sales 
agent, who made notification of changes 


at regular intervals, generally in the lat- 
ter aoe of each month. 

“Has it not been your custom to make 
a discount of 15 per cent. from the regu- 
lar price?’’ Mr. Shearn asked. 

“That was once our custom, 
not so now.” 

In response to Mr. Prouty of the com- 
mission, the witness said that he did not 
know how the price was fixed, but that

to pay that part of the stock dividend and 
interest on the bonds of the Temple Coal 
and Iron Company not otherwise provided 
for, and which the company could not make 
up out of its earnings. 

He was asked if any of the companies had 
been penalized for their failure to comply 
with the provisions, and he replied that in 
a single instance traffic had been di- 
verted from the Ontario and Western as 
the result of a complaint that arose through 
failure to respond to the eall of the Guar- 
antee Trust Company for payments. 

TEMPLE COMPANY VOTING TRUST. 

Mr. Baer, in response to questions about 
the ownership of the Temple Iron Com- 
the ownership of the stock of the Temple 
Iron Company, said that the stock is 
held by the Guarantee Trust. Company 
under a voting trust and that the certifi- 
cates are scattered ‘‘far and ‘wide"’ over 
the united States in the hands of ‘‘ at least 
300 or 400 stockholders.’’ Further question- 
ing brought the assertion that the rail- 
roads had absolutely no influence with the 
Guarantee Trust Company in voting the 
Temple Company’s stock, nor in the Di- 
rectors’ Board of the Temple Coal and Iron 
Company. 

Q.—Do the Temple Company’s Directors direct 
the business of the subsidiary companies? A.— 
No; we put some good man in charge abd tell 
him to mine as much coal as he can as cheaply 
as possible. 

Q.--Is the action of the Directors of the subsid- 
iary companies virtually controlled by the Tem- 
ple Company's Directors? A.—Virtually, yes. 

Q.—Did you discuss price and output at ths 
latest meeting? A.—Never since I have been 
President of the Reading and Jerome, Center has 
there been discussion about price s construed 
to mean fixing the price or output. There has 
been discussion of output in the way of how 
much the market would take at a given time. 
3ut never have we discussed fixing the price of 
coal or controlling the output. 

Mr. Shearn asked about the character of 
the meetings of the Directors of the Temple 
Iron Company, and Mr. Baer replied: 

‘““T have no objection to saying that Mr. 
Thomas and others have discussed with 
me the coal business, but I no say that 
no pool, combination, or agreement has 
been made at any time between the coal 
Presidents since 1 have been one of them 
relating to price or the output of coal.’’ 


FIXING PRICES. 


Q.—Didn’t you fix the price in February in 
combination with the others? A.—No, Sir. I 
fixed the price independently, because the situa- 
tion demanded that something be done to relieve 
it. It may have been arbitrary, but I con- 
sidered that the situation demanded arbitrary 
action. 


Q.—But you, Mr. Thomas, and others could fix 
the price if you wanted to? A.—No, Sir. The 
price’ of coal depends upon the supply and de- 
mand, and by reason of the competition of dif- 
ferent sellers no combination could’ fix the price. 

Q.—But you did put up the price 50 cents a 
ton, didn’t you? A.—Yes, But we had to. You 
can’t keep nutting the cost of production up and 
the price to the consumer down; that would 
bankrupt the companies, You may be sure we 
won't end the year with any dividends on our 
stock. I tell you that there is no company in 
the country where the net earnings are so small 
compared with the volume of business. 

Mr. Baer said that he intended to. ad- 
vance the price of coal 10 cents on the 
first day of May, and to ‘‘ work.it up” 
until it stood $5 a ton, which he considered 
only a fair price under the circumstances, 

Q.—And what ‘is your method of ‘‘ working it 
up "’—by holding back coal until the public has 
to pay? A.—Never in history has there been a 
hold-up other than involuntary, by reason of a 
strike or of floods. One of my plans has been the 
building of storage yards to guard against a 
diminution of the supply through floods and 
strikes, and Wwe have actually several of these 
yards built. But we haven't been able to fill 
them because, the labor men; wouldn't let our 
men work to do it, 

Q.—What, then, is your method of working up 
the price? A.—Ask more and see if the market 
will take it. Go to &@ man and say that he wiil 
have to pay $4.60 on May 1, $4.70 on June 1, and 
so on, and I may repeat that $5 is not too much 
price—that would not pay a fair dividend on our 
stock. 

The remainder of Mr. Baer's examination 
was on the subject of competition between 
the various coal roads, and then an ad- 
jcurnment was taken to this morning at 
16:30. 


TO AVERT SHIPYARD STRIKE. 


New York Civic Federation Secures Ap- 
pointment of Arbitration Committees. 


An attempt is being made by the New 
York Civie Federation to avert the impend- 
ing strike in the shipyards, owing to the 
failure of the Brotherhood of Boiler- 
makers and Iron Shipbuilders and the em- 
ployers to come to an agreement regard- 
ing the demands of the men. 

Marcus M. Marks of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the New York Civic Federation 
put himself in communication with the 
brotherhood two days ago, and the brother- 
hood on a suggestion from him appoint- 


ed a committee of five to confer with a 
similar committee of the ome: ers with a 
view to settling the trouble if possible. 
Mr. Marks attended a general meeting of 
the New York Civic Federation atid the 
outside employers in the metal trades, 
which was held at 208 Broadway yesterday 
afternoon at the request of the boller- 
makers, and on his suggestion a simi- 
lar committee of the employers was ap- 
pointed. The two committees will meét 
to-day at 203 Broadway and make a final 
effort to bring about a settlement. The 
principal differenee between the two bodies 
is the demand of the men that only union 
men be employed, and the decision of the 
employers that While they are willing to 
pay union wages, they will employ union 
or non-union men without discrimination. 

A strike in the shipyards, oe to 
the master shipbuilders, would set back 
the shipbuilding industry in this city and 
vicinity for twenty years. It would af- 
fect about 6,000 men directly and about 
7,000 more men indirectly.

New Yacht Behaves Well in Two-Hour 
Trial in Hard Se and Strong 
Puffs. 


. 





NEWPORT, R. I., April 20.—After hav- 
ing been formally placed in commission 
here this afternoon, the Relid@nce was 
taken out for another trial spin, and dur- 
ing the two hours of sailing she was 
brought into conditions, of winds and sea 
which gave her the most severe test she 
has yet had. That she proved herself to 
be a stanch, strong craft was the opinion 
of every one who saw her struggle in 
the nasty sea, under the spiteful’ puffs 
which came off the Conanicut shore. 
She behaved admirably on all points of 
sailing, and many times during the after- 
noon her tender, the Sunbeam, had a hard 
struggle to hold her position in the wake. 

The ceremony of putting the boat in com- 
mission was very simple, taking place at 
the yacht’s mooring off the torpedo sta- 
tion. Mr. Iselin, with a few yachting men, 
came aboard at 2-o’clock, and his private 
signal was immediately sent aloft to the 
main truck, while the fly pennant was 
sent down at the same time. The Reli- 
ance then was declared to be in commis- 
sion. Immediately after the ceremony the 
mainsail and club topsail were hoisted, the 


lines were cast off, and the boat filled away 
on the port tack, the forestaysail and jib 
being set as she proceeded on the beat out 
through the Fort Adams Channel in a very 
light breeze from the southwest. 

On the way down a small jib topsail was 
broken out and the Reliance headed out to 
sea, the wind having shifted a trifle to 
the westward. Before she had cleared the 
passage, however, the wind suddenly took 
on force and came in a series of puffs off 
the Conanicut shore. The yacht stood up 
under ft in fine shape, although she drove 
through a swirl of brine and foam, and 
was heeled down at a great angle. She 
kept up traveling despite the mass of foam 
under her Jee bow, and finally reached 
smoother water off the lightship. She then 
was sent away to the eastward for about 
two miles, when sheets were flattened and 
she drew in shore again on the starboard 
tack. After being outside for about an 
hour her club topsail was taken in and she 
was headed back to Newport. 

The wind was still from the west, and as 
she came up the passage with sheets 
started, her lee rail was not quite awash, 
but her quarter was almost down to the 
water, while the bow was up clear. She 
made her moorings neatly about 4 o'clock. 
Mr, Iselin came ashore an hour later, and 
said that he was very much pleased with 
the performance of the yacht to-day, 

This morning a party of strangers went 
on board the Reliance while she was at 
anchor, and took measurements, presum- 
ably for a new suit of sails. It is believed 
that Ratsey, the English sailmaker, who 
has a loft at City Island, will cut the new 
canvas. 

As Mr, Iselin's plans ave at present, the 
Reliance will leave Newport this morning 
for New Rochelle, where the yacht wili 
be moored off his residence at Premium 
Point, and she should rach Echo Bay to- 
morrow morning. Mr. Iselin, with the Re- 
lience, will follow out tne same plan as 
vith the Columbia, which he kept at New 
Rochelle before her meeting with the first 
Shamrock, 

Like the Columbia, the Reliance will be 
even daily trials off her New Rochelle 
anchorage, running to Larchmont and 
across to Glen Cove. The Constitution is 
now at Glen Cove, and the Columbia, which 
is now at Bristol, wiece the Herreshoffs 
are putting the finishing touches to her, is 
ciming to New Rochette. As the three 
ninety-footers will thus be taking daily 
spins in the same waters, it will be 
strange if Capts. Barr, Kaodes, and Miller 
cau resist the temptation to test one an- 
other’s speed in impromptu races, which, 
though unofficial, will ve highly interest- 
ing. The first regular meeting of the big 
yachts will be over the Glen Cove course 
ou May 21. 


RATSEY “TAKEN TO TASK. 


Sailmaker Criticised for Accepting Or- 
der to Equip Columbia. 
LONDON, April 29.—The sensation caused 
in British yachting circles by the an- 
nouncement that Ratsey & Lapthorn, the 
English sailmakers, who have an estab- 
lishment at City Island, N. Y., have been 
given orders for suits of sails for the Re- 
liance, the Constitution, and the Columbia, 
can be best judged by an editorial article 
which appears in The Yachting World of 
April 30 under the heading, ‘‘ An Interna- 

tional (?) Contest.” This article says: 

** Anglo-Saxon yachtsmen will regret to 
hear that the forthcoming contest for the 
America’s Cup has practically lost its in- 
ternational character owing to the accept- 
ance of an order for a new suit of sails for 
one of the defenders by Ratsey & Lapthorn 
of Cowes and City Island. Since they hap- 
pen to be the only individuals other than 
the actual designer and owner of the chal- 


lenger who possessed the actual measure- 
ments of her sail Prat. they have data un- 
surpassed in the history of sport,’ , 

Continuing, the paper adds that the chal- 
lenger’s outfit at present includes blocks 
ot American manufacture, but points out 
that these neither Increase nor decrease a 
yacht’s speed, while the sails are so im- 
portant that one of the leading American 
yacht clubs estimates them to be more im- 
portant than the hull. 

“What would American yachtsmen 
think,”’ The Yachting World goes on, “ if 
the owner of the Shamrock III. approached 
Herreshoff to obtain a design for a chal- 
lenger, which he is at perfect liberty to 
do?’ tn conclusion the paper says it trusts 
that ‘those responsible for the sailing of 
the defender will abandon their intention 
of using anything in the defense of the 
cup which can be identified with Great 
Britain.”’ 

When Sir Thomas Lipton was spoken to 
concerning the reports that Ratsey & Lap- 
thorn were making sails for the American 
yachts, he expressed his incredulity. When 
he read Mr. Ratsey’s statement to The As- 
sociated Press that the City Island branch 
of the firm had made 4 suit of sails for the 
Columbia, he said: “’ Under the circum- 
stances I have no opinion to express at 
present.’ 

From other sources it has been learned 
that Mr. Ratsey promised never to make 
sails for the defender while Sir Thomas 
was challenging for the cup.

HANDICAP GOLF RATINGS. 


Travis the Only Scratch Man in Metro- 
politan List—Douglas Gets Two 
and James Receives Five. 


Lionel H. Graham, Chairman of the Met- 
ropolitan Golf Association Handicap Com- 
mittee, gave out yesterday the revised 
handicap schedule which will govern the 
coming metropolitan championship tourna- 
ment, and to a considerable extent, other 
local tournaments of importance.

in supporting the Government under which 
he lives; that he does not become a tax- 
payer, and is therefore a butfden in many 
cases to his community. Among the first 
things that each one who goes out from 
Hampton should do is to be sure that he 
becomes a taxpayer, be sure that he makes 
some contribution, whether large or small, 
toward the support of the local and State 
Governments which give him protection 
and shelter. 

“The suggestion comes from many quar- 
ters that the educated negro becomes over- 
sensitive; that in many cases he goes about 
with a chip upon his shoulder, and likes to 
talk about his ‘dignity and standing.’ We 
must learn that one of the offices of edu- 
cation is to make an individual able to con- 
trol himself in body, mind, and spirit. Let 
us go out from here determined that no 
“nan can insult us. u 

“ Very “often we are met with the state- 
ment that even among educated negroes no 
line is drawn between the good and the 
bad, between the virtuous and the vicious; 
that there is no standard of morality. If 
in any quarter this is in the least degree 
true, let us show to the world that we put 
a premium upon virtue and severe con- 
demnation upon vice by drawing the same 
moral lines that all races draw who have 

otten upon their feet. : 
at Recently I have heard it said that the 
educated negro takes delight in cherishing 
hatred against the white man. If in any 
degree this is true, let us determine that 
hatred is the sign of littleness and narrow- 
ness; that no race of people who have not 
learned to love instead of hate can ever 
rise and be useful and respected. If others 
will be little, let us be great. ; 

“Show me a negro who curses the white 
man and I will show you a narrow-minded, 
weak black man. Show me a white man 
who is continually decrying and cursing the 
negro and I will show you 4 weak and nar- 
row-minded white man. 

NEGRO PROUD OF HIS RACE. 

‘“‘I wish very much that the white peo- 
ple. North and South could really get 
some insight into the actual character and 
life of the best negroes in this country. 
The amount of ignorance that exists con- 
cerning the real progress of the race in 
many quarters is almost beyond belief. In 
many communities the white people know 
nothing about the real life of the negro in 
business, in home, in school, or in church; 
they judge the race by the loafer on the 
streets instead of by the man who is suc- 
ceeding in a quiet way in business. I be- 
lieve it is a duty of the white people once in 
a while to try to really get insight into the 
domestic, business, moral, and religious life 
of the negro and in their community, and 
this can be done in every, case without in- 
troducing what is called the bugbear of so- 
cial equality. The negro is seeking no so- 
cial equality. The negro is as proud of his 
race as the white man is of his. [Cheers.] 

“The time has come, I believe, when the 
best white people in the South are going to 
consider 1t to be as much a part of their 
duty to help lift up the negro who lives on 
the same street with him as to try to ele- 
vate the colored man in Africa, China, or 
the Philippine Islands. ; a 

‘The outlook is not discouraging. There 
never was a time in the history of the race 
when in so many parts of the country there 
were sO many, brave, quiet white men who 
are taking interest in the actual progress, 
especially in the line of education, of their 
black neighbors as is true to-day. We must 
set our faces toward the rising sun and not 
toward the setting sun.” fi 

After President Robert C. Ogden of the 
Board of Trustees had made a brief address 
to the graduating class of the institute Dr. 
Lyman Abbott addressed briefly the large 
gathering. Dr. Abbott laid down the 
golden rule as the standard for those who 
were seeking to adjust the negro problem. 
He asked his hearers to put themselves in 
the place of the negro, who were as one 
to ten in numbers compared to the domi- 
nant race and had had but forty years of 
civilizing education, whereas the other race 
has had at least ten centuries. He said 
that the white race, were it in the place of 
the negro in America, would first ask 
equality, a word that had been greatly 
abused, for there was no such thing as 
absolute equality. Some men were born 
high, some short, some with strong brains 
and some with weak, but there should be 
an equal chance for the men of all races 
to show what they could do. There should 
be an equal opportunity in the matter of 
education. The stronger race should put 
down a hand to lift up the weaker instead 
of putting down a foot to keep him down. 

“I claim for the African race,’’ said Dr. 
Abbott, ‘‘the same rights and the 
education that I claim for myself. Every 
race must develop their own leaders and 
must be given a chance to do so. I protest 
against this notion that for the negro in- 
dustrial and higher education are an- 
tagonistic.”’ 

At a meeting of the Trustees of the insti- 
tute to-day Col. B, B. Munford of Rich- 
mond was elected to the board, vice the 
late Col. Tabb of Hampton. There was 
also announced a gift of $5,000 for the In- 
dian museum connected with the institute. 

The gift was made by Mrs. Barclay Haz- 
zard of New York, in memory of her 
brother, Eli Whitney Blake, who was for- 
merly connected with the institute and took 
a great interest in the Indians there. The 
Northern visitors to the anniversary exer- 
cises will leave here to-morrow morning 
by special train for their Northern homes.

Disinterested men and fair-minded 
economists will no longer deny that 
what we have now come to call the spe- 
cial franchises of corporations are a fair 
subject of taxation.

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THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 

The .unanimous decision of the New 
York State Cotrt of Appeals, on what 
would appear to be perfectly logical and 
ihcofitestable grounds, that the eight- 
hour law as applied to public and mu- 
nicipal work is unconstitutional, is not 
unexpected. The Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court which reversed Judge 
BRATTIE and .affirmed the constitution- 
ality of the Jaw based its conclusions 
upon grounds not comimending them- 
selves to the approval of intelligent lay- 
meén, at least. Whéther the eight-hour 
day is long enough for ordintry labor is, 
perhaps, a question for differences of 
opifiion. There would not seem to be 
room for any~-discussion as to the in- 
vasion of the rights guaranteed to all 
citizens by an enactment declaring guil- 
ty of a misdeméanor any person Or. cor- 
poration who, contracting with the State 
or with a municipal corporation, should 
require of those employed by him or it 
mote than eight hours for a day’s labor. 
Experience, haying shown that this law 
was Practically unenforceable, it was 
followed two years later by an enact- 
ment requiring contractors for State or 
municipal Work to pay the prevailing 
rate of wages forthe labor needed by 
them in the execution of such contracts. 
The prevailing -rate of wages law was 
declared unconstitutional two years ago,

Justice CuL- 
LEN voicés the opinion of the Court of 
Appeals without dissent when he says 
that fixing hours of labor or wages is 
not a proper exercise of the police power 
of the State, but unduly and improperly 
discriminates between contractors, put- 
ting those at a disadvantage who en- 
gage in public work. The constitutional 
amendment, which will come before the 
people in 1905, should be rejected with 
instructive emphasis. It is mischievous 
and dangerous tampering with the or- 
ganic law of the State to assist the labor 
leaders in forcing upon the industrial 
and business community a change in es- 
tablished customs and usages for which 
we are not yet ready. Beginning by 
putting the people of the State at a dis- 
advantage in labor contracts as ¢com- 
pared with individuals, it is hoped that 
it would end in putting thé State in all 
its productive and distributive industries 
at a disadvantage as compared with oth- 
er States less effectively dominated by 
the trades unions.

DOG MUZZLES. 

The Board 6f Aldermen has laid over 
for a week thé-considération of the ordi- 
nance requiring all dogs running at large 
in the streets of New York to be muz- 
zled. The object of this postponement is 
probably to afford the dogs affected by 
the ordinance an opportunity to be heard 
for or against it “as their interests may 
appear.” ‘There are doubtless a large 
number of mild-marnered pet dogs 
whose feminine guardians have incul- 
cated in their rudimentary minds the 
conviction that fighting is a vulgar occu- 
pation at best, and that it is not indica- 
tive of good breeding to display curios- 
ity on any of the subjects which the nat- 
ural dog, unspeiled of fashion and wn- 
trammeled by social conventions, finds 
especially interesting. From such it is 
to be expected that the muzzle ordi- 
nafice will receive approval. In a sense 
it will safeguard them in the assump- 
tion of any amount of canine swagger 
they may find it agreeable to assume, 
and even the supeércilious pug, who is 
not réally as mtch of a cynic as he pre- 
tends to be,.can elevate his apology for 
a nose as high &s pleases him withott 
risk of being “calléd down” by some 
more strenuous cofigener. On thé other 
hand, there are a great many Néw York 
dogs, especially those of the btill térrier 
variety, who will resent any interferetice 
with their liberty of service on the pub- 
lic welfare cOmmittee, and deém intol- 
erable anything which arbitrarily classes 
them with dogs whose bark is worse than 
their bite. How such futile exponents 
of the dog nature as prefer barking to 
biting are rated in their own speciés may 
be judged from the way they are usually 
treated by dogs who do not bark much, 
if any, but are accomplished biters, 

We hope the Aldermen will be pre- 
pared at the end of another week to act 
on the assumption that the people of 
New York have some rights which it is 
proper that even dogs should respect. 
The muzzied dog forfeits no claim to af- 
fection by reason of his inability to show 
his appreciation of endéarments by lick- 
ing the face of the person who fondies 
him, On the contrary, he gains in the 
respect of all right-minded human be- 
ings. He is just as ornamental and 
quite as useful. His inability to leave 
the impress of his teeth on those to 
whom he would doubtless hand his card 


if he had one will not make him any the’ 


less persona grata to people who do not 
like dogs and have a particular antip- 
athy to dogs théy do not know intimate- 
ly. Probably the most useful employ- 
ment of the time the Aldermen have 
taken for consideration of the dog-muz- 
zle ordinance would be in a visit to the 
pound. If they do not leave that insti- 
tution profoundly impressed with ae

OPEN CARS ON THE MANHATTAN. 

‘We have several times had occasion to 
make our compliments, together with 
our expostulations, to the “livé man” 
in the management of the Manhattan 
Elevated Railway. Time was, and that 
not so long ago, when thé Manhattan 
relied entirely upon the fact that its 
aerial right of way énabled it to make 
better time than the surface roads could 
make, with their continual Hability to 
kill passengers at grade crossings. But 
the management of. the Manhattan has 
shown a positive disposition of late to 
make transit by its route attractive and 
to redréss any abuses of which its pas- 
sengers have just occasion to complain. 

Doubtless’ the most agreeable proof of 
enterprise on the part of the corporation 
is the introduction of the open cars, They 
were introduced last séason, and they 
have proved so popular that their very 
popularity threatens to become an em- 
barrassment, ‘if it has not becomé so 
already. We took the liberty of making 
some “suggestions to the management 
when these cars ae first ey on which

fait whee” tor smokers, who ‘1 tio 
other accormimdédation on the road, but 
who were abundantly accommodated on 
the surface roads, it Was quite absurd to 
restrict smoking of the open cars, and 
that it was particulafly absurd to con- 
fine smokers to “‘ the four rear seats,” in 
imitation of the old horse ears, which 
had but elgtit seats altogether, when the 
number of séats had been raised to six- 
teen, and the smiokérs’ seats were thus 
restricted to one-quarter, instead of one- 
half, the capacity of the car.

We also sug- 
gested that the legend with which the 
company decorated the backs of the 
seats, to wit, that ‘‘ these seats accom- 
odate six” was a “flaunting He” that 
ought to be “torn down,” quite irre- 
spectively of the heterography that con- 
stituted an additional infuriation, and 


that spelled “‘ accommodate” with one 
“ mi,” 


These griévances the management has 
redressed. It has changed “four” to a 
comparatively ratiofial “eight” on the 
sign, at the end of each car, limiting the 
seats available to smokers. It has wiped 
out the flaunting Me that set forth that 
the seats would “‘ accomodate” six, and 
left that to the passergérs.- THE passen- 
gers take very good care of-it!) Six liv- 
ing skéletons may occasionally be seen 
in one of the cross-séats of Oné of the 
open cars. But when a Dutch-built and 
beamy hog endeavors to force his way 
into a seat alféady fully oceupied by 
five average persons, the five average 
persons nobly closé their sérried ranks 
and ignore him, or the condtctor omits 
to open the gates for him, and all is com- 
parative comfort and positive peace. 

These are excellent reforms. And yet 
the voyagers by the open cars are not 
entirely happy. The open cars are 
crowded very often, and crowded by ir- 
relevant non-smokers, even while the 
other cars show a gaping multitude, a 
“beggarly account of empty benches.” 
What is the remedy? Why, the remedy 
is vividly clear. Abolish the ridiculous 
restriction 6n smokitig in the smoking 
cars, and pullt on more Open cars as fast 
as they can be built» Put on two to a 
five-car train, in place 6f the évidently 
inadequate one, fill up your sixteen seats 
with ninety innocent and quiet passen- 
gers who can smoke if they choose, and 
let them look doWh superior on the 
crawling cars of thé Metropolitan, in 
which they would bé patnfiilly voyaging 
if a wise afid go6@ Manhattan had not 
allowed them to ride in the open and 
smoke in peace, while at the same time 
enjoying its. swifter aerial flight.

Commissioner Gaaknn has shown a 
surprising—and somewhat disappointing— 
inclination to *‘ call off** his énergétic sub- 
ordinaté who was wotrying the merchants 
about keeping cléat the sidewalks before 
their places of biisiness; but he has prompt- 
ly antagonized their suggestion that the po- 
lice be ¢mpowered. to use their discrétion as 
to issuing Hcenses to turn the sidewalks 
into private storage warehouses. That was 
exactly what the policé did in the evil days 
which some of us—by no means all—like to 
think are forever past, and, though a li- 
censing systeth might, just possibly, pos- 
sess certain moral advantages over the old 
custom, it would not give the public what it 
ought to have—the free use of its own prop- 
erty. The estimable gentlemen who aré 
pleading for the privilege of infringing 
upon the rights of others to such extent as 
the others will stand without making too 
much of an outery, admit that on certain 
streets the bok-and-barrel nuisance should 
be wholly abolished. That admission de- 
Stroys their whole case, for surely they 
would not have us believe that business 
would cease on the streets in question; and 
if, as nobody doubts, it would continue 
much the same as ever, why would the en- 
forcement of the existing ordinance produce 
such dreadful consequences elsewhere? As 
& matter of fact, there would be no dread- 
ful consequences, but simply a quick read- 
justment to new conditions, while the loss 
of petty economies and illegitimate con- 
veniences would soon be forgotten by those 
who now regard thém as so important. Of 
course, nobody wants to interfere with the 
commerce of the city, and if there were any 
real necessity for blocking up the side- 
walks, it would have to be endured, but if 
the merchants on Broadway and the ferry 
streets can refrain from doing it, and still 
escape ruin, others neéd no exemption and 
the people can .comeé into their own again.

~—London meat dealers are much dis- 
turbed by the announcement that hereafter 
they must observe the Merchandise Mark 
act and affix to each piece of meat placed 
on sale in their shops a tag naming the 
country of its origin. They declare that 
though the buyers have some prejudice in 
favor of home-grown beef, there is no real 
basis for it, as the beef from America and 
Argentina is just as good in every way. 
With the tags in sight, however, the cus- 
tomers will pick and choose according to 
fancy, to the serious inconvenience of the 
matketman, whose fierce determination to 
give his patrons the best there is does not 
interfere with his desire to decide for 
himself—and them—what is best, and to get 
it as cheaply as he can, “It looks,” one 
London dealer is quoted as saying, “ very 
much like an unwarrantable interference 
with a great industry which has for the last 
two years been carried on under the most 
trying conditions.”” English farmers and | 
their representatives, on the other hand, re- 
gard this application of the Mark act as 
highly commendable, In their opinion it 
will make for encouragement in raising 
more home stock. Better prices would be 
made, but these, it is agreed, would tend 
to keep up the pricé to the consumer, 
though the other supplies would still come 
from abroad and always insure a good 
amount of wholesome beef at lower rates.

That's as one may 10ok at it, and there is a 
lamentable probability that the fraternity 
of scorchers everywhere will be only too 
ready to agreé with the most injudicious 
Judge. To break a just law, passed by 
competent authority, is, however, distinctly 
dishonorable, and imprisonment imposed be- 
cause of it carries, or ought to carry, a due 
element of very real disgrace. The reck- 
less automobilist is not a thief or a mur- 
derer, in the ordinary acceptation of those 
terms, but he deliberately robs péople of 
their rights, which are a sort of property, 
and not infrequently he kills them quite as 
effectually as if he had intended to do so. 


OBSTRUCTION OF SIDEWALKS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The thanks of the citizens of New York 
and all who visit it for business or pleas- 
ure are due to Capt. Piper for his action in 
clearing the sidewalks of this city. 

It was a general belief by the owners of 
large stores, especially in the down-town 
district, that the public had no rights which 
they were bound to respect. Up to this 
time they were right. The men who occu- 
pied or owned these stores simply ignored 
the rights of the people, and it seemed im- 
possible to compel them to respect any 
rights which the public had in the side- 
walks. This condition existed with the con- 
sent of the police authorities. It seems it 
was in the power of the police to stop the 
stealing of thé people’s property for the 
transaction of private business, The busi- 
ness men have been accustomed to the use 
of thé walks so long and their method of 
doing business by occupying the people's 
property in transacting it was so easy 
that when it is stopped the cry is raised 
that “unless we are permitted to back 
our trucks across the walks we cannot do 
business here.”’ 

Let Capt. Piper tell them he is here to 
enforce the laws and is going to do so, and 
within one week they will find a way to do 
business without blocking the walks. The 
same cry was raised when Col, Waring 
compelled the owners of trucks and wagons 
to take them off the streets when not using 
them. ‘“‘ We cannot find a place to store 
our trucks and wagons,” they said, ‘‘ We 
will have to go to Brooklyn or Jersey.’’ 
They did neither; they stayed in New York, 
found places to store their trucks and wa- 
gons, and would not let them stay on the 
streets now if they were permitted to do 
80. 

This will be the position of the merchants 
using the sidewalks, after a couple of 
weeks. They will find some other way to 
do their business, if they are business men, 
and want to’do it without interfering with 
the rights of the public. 

Capt. Piper must get after the tenants 
of the city who occupy the sidewalk around 
the Washington Market to the disgrace of 
the city authorities, who are well informed 
as to what kind of business is transacted 
on it, It is a great detriment to the mar- 
ket, the property of the city, and to every 
business man within quite ‘a distance of 
it, while nearly half the stalls inside the 
market are now vacant. The obnoxious 
business which is transacted on some of 
the stands surrounding the market is well 
known to man y of our city officials. 

There should be no special privileges 
given to any one. All should be treated 
alike from the highest to the lowest. The 
sidewalks belong to the people, and no man 
or set of men should be permitted to use 
them, except, of course, in the necessary 
transaction of their business. The citizens 
of New York are with Capt. Piper in his 
efforts to clean the sidewalks. If he stands 
firm in the position he has taken he will 
rank with George BE, Waring, whose name, 
with the people of this city, {s synonymous 
with clean streets, clear 0 all obstructions, 
and a determination to do his duty to the 
people in the office to which he was ap-

Several other employes who were carried 
on the rolis as clerks in the Washington 
City Post Office, but who have actually 
been doing departmental work, have been 
remanded to the city office. One of them, 
Henry Hood, who never before did any 
work in the Post Office, but who acted as 
private messenger for Superintendent Beav- 
ers, was busy to-day hustling mail bags. 
He has been in Beaver’s officé for six 
years. All the men thus remanded are said 
to have been Beavers’s men,

GABRILOWITSCH’S LAST RECITAL. 


At his last recital, given yesterday after- 
noon in Mendelssohn Hall, Mr. Ossip Ga- 
brilowitsch afforded pleasure to a consider- 
able audience by his refined and poetic 
presentation of an interesting list of pieces, 
beginning with Mendelssohn’s Serious Va- 
riations, and including Beethoven's A flat 
sonata, Op. 110, Saint-Saéns’s arrangement 
of a gavotte by Bach, Brahms’s A major 
intermezzo, Op. 119; Chopin's G minor Bal- 
lade, Paderewski’s caprice, ‘‘A la Scar- 
latti,"’ a barcarolle by Liadow, a toccata by 
Leschetizky and Tausig, arrangement for 
two hands § of Schubert's four-hand 
‘Marche Militaire.” The music was all 
particularly sympathetic to Mr. Gabrilo- 
witsch's style, at its summit standing Bee- 
thoven’s sonata, one of the tenderest and 
most poetic utterances in his later manner. 
In this the pianist brought his best quali- 
ties decisively forward; his pure, warm, and 
minutely shaded tone; his beautifully clear 
articulation, his fine sense of symmetry 
and structural development, and to these 


were added the higher qualities of delicate 
sympathy and perception of_the emotional 
Significance of the work. The interpreta- 
tion seemed quite in the spirit of it—not elo- 
quent, passionate, but intimate and pene- 
trating, and thoroughly charming, sane, 
and wholesome,

STUART ROBSON IS DEAD 


Veteran Actor Succumbs to Heart 
Disease at Savoy Hotel. 


Broke Down While on Tour and Closed 
His Season Saturday—Played with 
Barrett and the Booths. 


Stuart Robson, with two exceptions the 
oldest actor on the American stage, died 
of heart disease at 7:15 o’clock last nigh 
at the Savoy Hotel. : 

Mr. Robson’s death was not unexpected, 
either by himself or his friends. He broke 
down about two months ago, then recov- 
éred somewhat, and attempted to finish 
his tour in ‘‘The Comedy of Errors” and 
“The Henrietta.” On Saturday night, at 
Auburn, N, ¥., he again was unable to 
play, abandoned his tour, and on Monday 
came hére to the Savoy Hotel. 

Mr. Robson then felt that his end was 
near, and said he wished he could die in 
harness on the stage itself. He grew worse 
yesterday afternoon and sent his love to his 
company, his manager, Daniel V. Arthur, 
and other friends before losing conscious- 
ness. His wife, his ten-year-old son Stuart, 
and his daughter, Mrs. Morton Crehore of 
Cohasset, Mass., were present at his death, 
the latter arriving just as he expired. 

The funeral will be held at Cohasset, 
Mass., on Friday, and he will be buried 
there beside his old friend, Lawrence Bar- 
rett. At Mr. Robson's request there will be 
no religious services, but an address by 
some friend. 


Stuart Robson’ was a page in the Thirtieth 
and Thirty-first Congresses before he be- 
came an actor. He was born in Annapo- 
lis, Md., March 4, 1836, and was christened 
Henry Rosbson Stuart. His father, Charles 
Stuart, was a Scotchman by descent and a 


lawyer by profession. His mother came 
of a well-known Maryland family. 

Mr. Stuart moved to Baltimore soon after 
Stuart’s birth, and the boy grew up in 
that city. The family resources made it 
necessary for the youth to do something, 
and he went to Washington and became a 
House page, 

Mr. Robson's first theatrical experience 
was when, as a boy, in company with 
Edwin and John Wilkes Booth. John 
Sleeper Clark, and others, he rigged up a 
stage in a stable loft in Baltimore and 
gave shows to which boys were admitted 
for three cents and very little boys for 
two cents. 

His first engagement was Jan. 5, 1852, as 
a member of the Baltimore Museum Com- 
pany in a plece called ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
as it Is,’’ written ‘to counteract the effect 
of Mrs. Stowe’s work. His lines in this 
were tragic, but the effect on the audience 
was so comic that he veered to comedy 
forever. 

For the next three years he played 
utility and small comedy in Keenan's 
Varieties Theatre, Washington, then in 
Olwyne’s Museum, Troy, N. Y., and in 1856 
he toured the Western circuit as leading 
comedian. 

On this tour his success became assured 
and he reached New York in September, 
1862, playing Bob in ‘‘ Old Heads and Young 
Hearts’ at Laura Keene’s Theatre. Then 
he played for geveral years in Philadelphia, 
New Orleans, and Boston, and returned to 
New York for a long stay at the Union 
Square, 

After a trip to England and various vent- 
ures, he and William Crane made a hit in 
Leonard Grover's ‘‘Our Boarding House,’ 
at the Park Theatre, New York, in 1877. 
Here began the twelve-year partnership 
of Robson & Crane, during which they pro- 
duced a number of successful farces, be- 
sides ‘‘ Twelfth Night,’’ ‘‘ The Comedy of 
Errors,” and “The Merry Wives of 
Windsor.” In 1888 came Bronson How- 
ard’s ‘“‘The Henrietta,’’ expressly written 
for the two actors. 

This partnership was dissolved the fol- 
lowing year, r. Robson buying Mr. 
Crane’s interest in *‘ The Henrietta.’’ He 
continued to star in this play, adding to his 
repertory in ose Ia “Is Marriage 
a Failure?” and ‘‘ She Stoops to Conquer.” 
In the season of 1898 he appeared in Augus- 
tus Thomas's comedy “‘ The Meddler,”’ and 
in 1900 in Opie Read's ‘*‘ The Jucklins’’; 
then in ‘‘ Oliver Goldsmith,” and this sea- 
son in ‘‘ The Henrietta ’’ and ‘‘ The Comedy 
of Errors,’ He was to have been seen next 
season in ‘‘ The Education of Mr. Pipp,” a 
dramatization by Augustus Thomas of C. 
D. Gibson’s drawings. In late years he 
has rarely been seen in New York, and 
hence was most popularly known on the 
road. 

Stuart Robson’s talent has never been 
overestimated by his contemporaries; in- 
deed, it is doubted if it has ever been gen- 
erally appreciated at its full worth. He 
has always been popular, but he has too 
often been regarded as simply an irre- 
sistibly funny man rather than a come- 
dian of quite uncommon skill. Robson's 
success was not all due to his naturally 
droll countenance and his extraordinary 
voice, by any means. He understood his 
art and practiced it thoughtfully. Within 
a very limited range he was almost great. 
He had probably given life and humor to 
more bad parts than any other comedian 
who ever acquired so much distinction. 

He was particularly happy in denoting 
in a comic mood the working of a slow in- 
tellect, and his simulation of perplexity and 
bewilderment was always delightful. His 
method was deliberate, and his acting was 
noteworthy for fine details. Young play- 
goers may recall his several capital scenes 
in “The Henrietta,” as illustrating these 
qualities in his work. 

We remember him best, not as Tony 
Lumpkin, or any other merry, boisterous 
fellow, but always as a simple-minded per- 
son, with no appreciation of humor what- 
ever, contending patiently, placidly against 
untoward obstacles. The humor of his bur- 
lesque Crosstree was in its perfect gravity 
Shortcut, one of his best parts in the old 
farces, was an admirable delineation of the 
traits of! a small, narrow-minded, unso- 
phisticated shopkeeper, placed by strange 
circumstances in command of a man-of- 
war under orders. 

Cornichet in ‘‘ The Geneva Cross,’”’ hoping 
against hope for the requital of his love, 
and patiently bearing for its sake the trials 
of life in Paris during the Commune, with 
jackass, which he did not like, as his only 
food; poor Moulinet, in ‘‘ Rose Michel,” 
bringing his kitten, his single treasure, as 
a gitt to the one he loves, are comic per- 
sonages created for us by Robson that seem 
to have a touch of real pathos as we look 
back at them now. 

Robson's actually pathetic moments were 
few, of course, and his pathos was never 
exactly melting, but what there was of it 
was true and convincing. There was much 
quiet dignity in his re of Hector 
Placide, the bashful suitor in “ Led 
Astray,” and some in_his performance of 
Bertie Van Alstyne. He was an actor who 
will be gratefully remembered. 

Mr. Robson’s first wife, the daughter of 
the Rev. Mr. Johnson of Baltimore, died 
in 1890, and a year later he married May 
Waldron, a member of his company. He 
is survived d her, a son, and a daughter. 
A brother, Thomas Stuart of Thomasville, 
Ga., is his only other near relative, 


ACTORS INSPIRED 
BY ELECTRICITY. 


Someone suggested not so very long ago 
the value that might accrue to the modern 
theatre by an application of hypnotic in- 
fluence to the players engaged. It was 
pointed out that by means of psychic sug- 
gestion or some other equally vague 
scientific process actors and actresses 
possessed of only ordinary ability might 
be made to shine in the limelight with 
the refulgent brilliancy of a Bernhardt, a 
Duse, or a Salvini. In the absence of any 
practical demonstration of the value. of 
such a process for the transformation of 
wooden. actors into.things of flesh, blood, 
and human emotions one’may consistently 
refuse to accept such promises at their 
face value. What's the use, anyhow? 
BHspecially as New York is now enjoyin 
the privilege of witnessing a mothoa: on 
dramatic inspiration which is no longer 
merely theoretical. 

Prof. Powell's electric theatre, now on 
view at the Eden Musee, is a fact. What 
is more—it is both unique and entertaining. 
The professor has succeeded in endowing 
inanimate mannikins with singularly life- 
like attributes, and they perform with 
much of the skill and grace of living 
entertainers. ‘

A rform- 
ance of ‘‘ Magda,” ‘‘ The Second Mrs. Tan- 
cueray,” or “* Hamlet” by Prof. Powell's 
players ought to be an inspiring spectacle. 
And really the players, despite their size, 
would probably be quite as satisfying as 
others who have essayed the, intellectual 
drama in the metropolis.

It thus may be readily inferred that the 
electric school not oniy has advantages on 
the artistic side, but is a valuable factor 
in the more practical concerns of the 
theatre. And, perhaps, here after all is the 
sclution of the National theatre problem. 
For with actors so inspired, yet willing to 
play any and every part to which they are 
assigned, without question of bickerings, 
anything would seem possible.

and his favorable report on her condition, 
restlted in the transfer at the eleventh 
hour, with results that were vastly satis- 
factory to Mr. Leeds, for Julia M., backed 
into the place of favorite early in the 
betting, had the race for the Rosedale all 
her own way from the lifting of the bar- 
rier to the end. Pulled to a canter at the 
finish, she won Mr. Leeds his first stake 
race, and by so doing repaid a considerable 
of her- purchase price.

So serious has the revolt become ° that 
President Shattuck, who had booked his 
passage for Europe yesterday, altered’ his 
plans and remained to attend the meeting 
on Saturday evening. In view of the fact 
that the Board of Governors of the Auto- 
mobile Club, after a protracted meeting 
last Friday night, voted to sustain Presi- 
dent Shattuck in the matter, it is probable 
that he will have a strong support in the 
meeting. 
For the reason that Gov. Odell will give 
a hearing on the measure on Wednesday 
; afternoon the proposed opens parade 
of automobilists has been abandoned for 
fear it might be considered an attempt 
to influence the decision on the bill. 
Opposition to the bill centres, chiefly in 
the provision which requires imprisonment 
as penalty for a third offense, the author- 
ity given to local officials to extend an 
eight miie an hour limit within half a 
mile of a Post Office to such greater dis- 
tance as they may desire, and the provi- 
sion that the automobilist must come to a 
full stop, and also stop his engine if re- 
quired by any person “ driving or riding a 
restive horse or horses, or driving domes- 
tic animals,’ so long as may be necessary 
to allow said horses or domestic animals 
to pass. This provision applies to automo- 
biles ‘going either in the same or in an 
opposite direction,” and, it is ¢laimed, 
would prevent an automobilist from pass- 
ing the driver of the horse or domestic ani- 
mals, which might be cows, sheep, or hogs, 
unless the driver of the latter chose to 
allow him to do so. 

On the other hand, President Shattuck 
declares that the bill is the best that 
could be obtained under the circumstances, 
as it became evident that in any event 
some such measure would be passed. At- 
tention is called to the fact that roads 
where speed is limited must be marked 
by signs to that effect, and that G¢ounty 
authorities cannot restrict the speed on 
open roads to less than twenty’ miles 
an hour, while in the absence of any ac- 
a. upon their part there is no speed 
mit. 

Many members of the Automobile Club, 
while they recognize the necessity of some 
such law, believe that President Shattuck 
in this case should have consulted the club, 
and should not have accepted the bill of- 
panes A without specific authority from the 
organization.

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FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


Though the stock market was dull yester- 
day and again largely under professional 
control, it was strong from beginning to 
end, with almost every active stock on the 
list showing an advance (some of the gains 
being not unsubstantial) at the close of the 
day. 
reyersaljof market form and the very much 
better tone showing. One of these was the 
favorable reports in respect to the Man- 
churian affair, setting out that Russia had 
given assurance that the open-door policy 
in China would be strictly followed; an- 
other was the continued ease in money 
despite the gold export shipment and a fur- 
ther show of strength in sterling, and final- 
ly there were published during the day so 
many altogether favorable reports of rail- 


way earnings that it was-not possible to 
ignore them. 


Without doubt it was the magnificent 
showing of earnings made by the: various 
reporting railroads—the figures are pub- 
lished -in detail elsewhere — that exerted 
greatest influence. Wall Street is appar- 
ently come to a realization of the fact that 
in the end it is earnings that tell—that 
make values. All the months that the fi- 
nancial district has been plunged in gtoom 
the various railroad. and industrial corpo- 
rations have gone steadily ahead piling up 
earnings, showing increases upon increases. 
These in the end, it is now recognized, must 
mean new or larger dividends, and there- 
fore must establish a new basis of values. 
Now, when money. is in abundant supply, 
these facts are being given greater heed. 
The very scant supply of stocks offering 
even at yesterday’s advance tends to con- 
vince -that the larger interests who hold 
stocks are of hopeful opinion. 


It was noticed that in yesterday's rise all 
securities shared and that the market 
strength was not confined to any one stock 
or group of stocks. It was considered es- 
pecially gratifying that the so-called stand- 
ard stocks were among the leaders, with 
good strength: in St, Paul, Rock Island, 
Northwest, Union Pacific, Missouri Pacific, 
Atchison, and Canadian Pacific, the last 
named of which reported an increase in 
March net earnings of $203,640. There was 
good strength in the industrial. also, nota- 
bly in the Steel stocks and Copper. The 
latter issue was helped by the Government ! 
report of March merchandise exports, show- 
ing copper exports in that month to exceed 
by %,702,226 pounds those in February, and 
by 6,962,781 pounds those in January. 

Undoubtedly the magnificent exhibit of 
Lehigh Valley. for the month of March, 
showing a surplus of over $1,180,000, was 
the chief factor influencing the purchases 
of the various coal stocks. One of the 
stories heard in connection with. Erie’s ad- 
vance was that the dividend on the first 
preferred will be advanced to the full 4 per 
cent., and that the second preferred will 
be retired. This story seems to have 
for its basis nothing more substantial than 
a desire to boom the stocks in the market, 
for on authority it can be said that the 
matter of an increased dividend has not 


, even been considered,*for the reason that 


the dividend period is not for some months 
yet. There was a good deal of manipula- 
tion in the stocks yesterday, with the 
Keene and Gates people understood to be 
most active. Ontario and Western wus 
also bid up, but Reading was inclined to 
lag, this probably because of fear of un- 
favorable developments growing out of the 
hearing by the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission. 


A development of the late afternoon that 
was looked upon with disquietude and dis- 
like by conseryative banking interests was 
the furious upbidding of People’s Gas stock 
on what seemed to be large matched orders 
put in the market by the pool in the stock, 
with one of the preminent room traders 
active on the buying side. The argument 
advanced f6r the rise was that the strike 
of the company’s employes has finally been 
called-off. Inasmuch as this strike is said 
to have been an expensive and costly lux- 
ury to the company, bankers did not exact- 
ly see the logic of the argument, which 
altogether ignored the side of losses, On 
the Exchange the manipulation in the stock 
was said to have been as flagrant as any 
seen in recent times. No public buying ap- 
peared on the advance—indeed, was little 
in evidence in dny part of the market yes- 
terday. People’s Gas, a 6 per cent. stock, 
is, however, declared to be much less at- 
tractive either speculatively or as an in- 
vestment than many preferred industrial 
shares paying 7 per cent. and selling below 
par. 


The “‘ tip’’ was all around the Street yes- 
terday to buy the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco shares, the point being givén -with 
Sundry mysterious hints of important de- 
velopments at hand. This is the stock that 
was run up in February of the. present 
year to above ¥0 on the talk of a deal with 
Rock Island, which for one reason or an- 
other was allowed to lapse. Now, without 
the assent of Rock Isiand interests, and 
apparently for stock-jobbing purposes, the 
story is that this deal has been revived, 
and that in any event the ’Frisco shares 
ought to be bought. The same kind of 
talk was heard 20 points higher—much to 
the sorrow of people who then followed the 
advice to buy. The question now is, 
Wherein does the present “tip” differ 
from the one of a few months ago? It may 
be said emphatically that there is no pros- 
pect of a revival of the Rock Island deal. 


The buying in Rock Island yesterday was 
said on the floor to be of the same excellent 
character that had appeared on Tuesday’s 
decline. This buying is understood to rep- 
resent accumulation by important interests 
other than those now “in control of the 
property, ard in some quarters is thought 
to indicate that there is some basis for the 
report that new interests are shortly to be 
admitted to the Rock Island Directorate. 
Believers in the property were encouraged 
by the March earnings report, which 
showed net figures of $1,283,280, an increase 
over the preceding month of over $100,000. 


It is the testimony of practically every 
broker in the Street that his house at pres- 
ent is carrying less stock than at any time 
in recent yoars—in short, that the public 
is almost entirely out of the market and 
that the “‘ big men” have the stocks. In- 
asmuch as this means that there are no 
weak accounts to be “shaken out,” brok- 
ers say that this is one of the biggest bull 
arguments ihat can be advanced for the 
present market. 

Practicaly all the large operators in the 
market are now talking bullish. This is 
true of John W. Gates of James R. Keene 
of Washington E, Connor, who is expected 
to return to the city perhaps to-morrow, 
und of the prominent room traders: Large 
earnings, unprecedented prosperity, and 
cheap money are the bull arguments, to- 
gether with the fact that all the bad news 
is out. 


London did little in this market yester- 
day, trading all told in not more than 10,000 
share-, about evenly divided between pur- 
chasers and sales.

The relations established by the 
contract, the decision states, restrict the 
publication by the telegraph ‘companies of 

‘continuous quotations " to companies and 
individuals who are their patrons and sub- 
ject to certain stipulated contracts.

BG OFFER TO ANORY 


Says He Falsely. Represented Him- 
self as Attorney Page’s Agent. 


slerome’s Former Partner, at Vreeland 
Inquiry, Says, However, Metropoli- 
tan’s Attorney Was Kept Advised. 


Daniei Nason, until recently a law part- 
mer of District Attorney Jerome, ad- 
titted on the stand at the Amory-Vreeland 
hearing yesterday that he called on Will- 
iam N. Amory last month, and, after repre- 
senting himself as an agent from William 
H. Page, Jr., of counsel for the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Company, offered to 
buy Amory’s stock in a bicycle patent for 
from $75,000 to $200,000. Mr. Jerome was 
the questioner throughout Nason’s ex- 
amination, and the basis for the questions 
Was a stenographic report of conversations 
between Amory and Nason at the former’s 
home. 

The witness admitted the substance of 
the conversations, which had been taken 
down by a shorthand writer secreted be- 
hind a curtain in Mr, Amory’s study. While 
admitting this, he disclaimed the charge 
that he had been sent by Mr. Page, but 
afierward acknowledged that Mr. Page 
knew of the visits, and also knew he was 
posing as Mr. Page’s agent. 

When Mr. Page was called to the stand, 
he, too, denied having sent Mr. Nason on 
any mission to buy off Mr. Amory, but he 
admitted after some hesitation that he 
knew what Mr. Nason was doing. He 
paid Mr, Nason a retainer about the same 
“time, he said, but the money had nothing 
to do with Metropolitan matters, 

Incidentally, it was brought out by Mr. 
Jerome that the Jerome family was not in- 
terested in the sale of a franchise for the 
Jerome Park Railway Company—the fran- 
chise that Messrs. Amory, Page, and N 
made a deal in several years ago. 
having elicited these facts, 
torney surprised every one in the court- 
room, especially his associates on the 
Amory side of the counsel's table, by an- 
rouncing that he consented to have all the 
testimony of the day stricken out on the 
plea that he had failed to connect it with 
the defendant, Herbert H. Vreeland, whom 
Amory is suing for criminal libel. 

In spite of the protests of Mr. Osborne, 
who up to this time had been supposed to 
be working harmoniously with Mr. Jerome, 
Magistrate Barlow ruled out the Page and 
Nason evidence. The District Attorney, a 
moment later, rose and said that he be- 
lieved he might have been mistaken in giv- 
ing his consent. He said be had mereiy 
considered the matter in the light of the 

’ charges on account of which he called the 
sudden halt in the hearing last Friday, 
having been informed of the Nason-Page 
transactions. He told the court that he did 
not know but the evidence might be ad- 
missible in the light of what had happened 
at previous hearings, but he himself had 
not been there all along. 

it was too late, however, decision 
was rendered. Mr. Osborne’s unavailing 
argument was to the effect that he had a 
right to prove through Messrs. Nason and 
Page an attempt to buy off Mr. Amory, 
inasmuch as the original libel of Mr. Vree- 
jand had accused Amory of trying to be 
bought off. 

The final adjournment of the session was 
due to Mr. Nicoll’s announcement that the 
Vreeland lawyers wished to call Talbot J. 
Taylor to the stand to-Gay. 

When Mr. Nason was sworn the District 
Attorney elicited the information that he 
had known Mr. Amory many years. The 
question, *“‘ Were you at Amory’s house 
the night of March 18?” started the testi- 
mony bearing on the subject on account of 
which Mr. Jerome had caused the case to 
be adjourned suddenly jast Friday. Mr. 
Page has sworn that he never sent anybody 
to see Amory. 

As soon as the question was asked Mr. 
Nicoll rose to object.

“I am instructed,” continued the defen- 
dant’s lawyer, ‘‘that no order was given 
by Vreeland to Nason or anybody else to 
act as an agent in negotiations with Amory, 
and we never heard of this conversation 
until the District Attorney informed us of 
it by asking for an adjournment the other 
day. Of course, even Mr. Nason’s state- 
ment that he acted for Mr. Vreeland would 
not be of value as against Mr. Vreeland’s 
statement, The law on the subject is fixed 
in this State.”’

The following was a copy of some of the 
admitted dialogue from the report of the 
hidden stenographer:

Mr. Amory—No, I won't say that Dan; I ask 
you what Page’s proposition is. 

Mr, Nason—I haven't got any proposition.

As to the direct offer of money, this was 
the testimony of Mr. Nason: 

Q.—Did this take place: ‘‘Mr. Amory of- 
fered me $100,000 the other night for this stock. 
Mr, Nason—A hundred thousand? I thought it 
was a couple‘of hundred thousand. - Mr. Amory— 
No; $75,000 or $100,000; whatever the price was, 
I would not accept.” Did that, in substance, 
occur? A.—I believe that did occur. 


The witness admitted having met Mr, 
Page prior to the first Amory interview. 
He told Mr. Page what was going on. 
Between that time and the next interview 
he also saw Mr. Page, and told him he 
Was representing himself as coming from 
Mr. Page. He did the same thing after the 
third talk with Mr. Amory. A year previously 
he had told Mr. Page about Mr. 4&mory’s 
confiding a plan. Of that old conversation 
with Mr. Paze Mr. Nicoll brought out the 
following on cross-examination of Mr, 
Nason: 

Mr, Amory called upon me about the latter 
part of March, 1902, and I had a talk with him— 
i had a talk with him on several occasions—on 
two or three days, I imagine, in succession. 
After I had my last talk with Mr. Amory I 
called up Mr. Page on the telepltone and said 
that I would like to see him; that I had an 
important matter to talk over with him. I met 
Mr. Page that night at the New York Athietic 
Club. I said, *‘ Mr. Page, in my opinion Amory 
is about to begin a bitter blackmailing attack 
upon the Metropolitan. I am interested inthe 
matter, because I am a_ stockholder in Ythe 
Metropolitan Company, and I think your company 
ought to know it.’’ I told him what that conver- 
sation was which I had had with Mr. Amory. 

BY MR. JEROME. 

Q.—Was Mr. Page at that time connected 
with the Metropolitan? A.—I do not know. 

Q.—Did he admit that he was, at that time? 
A.—No; he did not. 

Q.—But you were led to believe that he was 
connected with the Metropolitan? A.-I have 
always thought that he was. 


Reverting to his old talk with Mr, Page, 
the witness said that Mr. Amory was to 
attack the Lexington Avenue franchise and 
the Interurban lease, and had also told 
him about deficiencies in the road’s ac- 
counts, as well as of the receivership ‘plan. 
‘All this he told to Mr. Lage. Prior to vis- 
iting Mr. Amory last February he told Mr. 
Page he had known Amory-a long time 
and perhaps would give him some informa- 
tion in which both he ana Page had an in- 
terest. 

“TI do not think Mr. Page made any com- 
ment on this proposition,” he explained. 
Nason suggested buying the bicycle stock 
from Amory, “‘“‘but Mr Page made no 
comment.’ He did receive a retainer from 
Mr. Page, but it had n>thing to do with the 
Metropolitan. It was on a Sunday. He 
had no contingent fee agreement with 
Pege. 

Q.—At each of these interviews between you 
and Amory you put yourself in the attitude or 
represented that you were there as representing 
Mr. Page, who wanted to purchase stock. Did 
you? A.—I belleve I did. 

Q.—And at each time between those interviews 
you saw Mr. Page and tod him what had oc- 
curred? A.—I believe I did. 


PLAN TO MAKE TROUBLE. 


Both he and Mr. Jerome, the witness 
said, knew Amory as a member of the Man- 
hattan Chess Club. Amory told him many 
times of a plan to give the Metropolitan 
road trouble. Once Amory said: ‘‘ They are 
a damned lot of robbers, and I'm too honest 
for them.’’

I 
will go to work and circulate a lot of ru- 
mors about their operating here where they 
have no franchise, or any lease, and it will 
end in making the city put this franchise 
up at public auction. Before we get very 
far in that line the Metropolitan people 
will come to me and they wiil buy jout my 
company for a large sum of money.

RELIEF WORK FOR 
SOLDIERS* FAMILIES. 


Mrs. Liscum Describes a Widow’s Lot 
and Gen, Chaffee Urges Economy 
at Society’s Meeting. 


The Army Relief Society had an annual 
meeting yesterday morning in the residence 
of John Bigelow at 21 Gramercy Park to 
elect officers and resolve rather informally 
upon raising a permanent fund, the interest 
of which is to be applied to relief work. 
The society was organized\early in the 
Spanish war to look after the families of 
soldiers in distress, particularjy the widows 
and orphans. 

Mrs. Daniel S. Lamont presided at the 
meeting and about seventy members were 
present. According to a report of a com- 
mittee the children aided during the year 
past number sixteen, four of them pro- 
posing to enter naval or military academies. 
One of the students has entered West 
Point, another has obtained a commission 
as Second Lieutenant in the army. 

Mrs. Emerson H. Liscum, widow of Col. 
Liscum, who was killed at Tien-Tsin, talked 
of the sorrows that a soldier’s wife and 
child are heir to. Her voice wavered at, 
times, and several .younger women in 
black were affected by her remarks. 
Much of what she said was persenal to in- 
dividual officers, but she directed attention 
to the fact that $30 a month is the highest 
pension received by the widow of an officer 
who died in active service. The pension is 
only $17 for a Lieutenant’s widow, and $2 
is added for each child under sixteen. 

“TI have been asked to say a few words 
from an army woman’s point of view,’ 
Mrs. Liscum said. ‘‘ There is every reason 
why I should not make the attempt, ex- 
cepting the one reason of my desire to show 
how great is my interest in the work of 
the Army Relief Society. Army and navy 


people have hot been encouraged to talk— 
or even to sing. Any attempt of the kind 
has been apt to get them into the news- 
papers—and into trouble.” 

Mrs, Liscum described the lot of a sol- 
dier’s widow as ‘‘a cheap boarding house, 
shabby clothing, and all the soul-depress- 
ing shifts of genteel poverty, with that 
sorrow’s crown of sorrows, remembering 
happier days,”’ unless she possessed private 
resources. She admitted that such women 
are untrained, and, she feared, unfitted 
for earning their bread. 

Gen. Chaffee said it was not for a man 
in the service to speak of the necessities 
of armv people. ‘‘ We of the service adopt 
it as a profession,”’ he said, “and we know 
when we adopt it what is likely to happen 
to us. Probably nothing stirs up more 
sympathy than death on the battlefield— 
but it takes battles to keep up the inter 
est,"’ 

The General said that if the Army Relief 
Society tntended to continue the work it 
had chosen the only safe plan was to raise 
a func large enough to ®@nable them to 
have an assured income independent of the 
accidents of annual subscription, He said 
that he agreed with several army women, 
that army officers were economical, but 
he thought there was room for more econ- 
omy. ‘‘As I have remarked to young offi- 
cers over and over again,” he said, “it ‘s 
not necessary for a~ Lieutenant to live in 
the style of a Major General.”’ 

Then he spoke of the hospitality and gen- 
erosity of army men and added: “I think 
the Government is generous to us. I think 
we receive fair salaries as compared with 
the salaries ef other men doing the world’s 
work around us.” 

The Rey. Dr. Donald 8S. MacKay and Leslie 
R. Grooves, Chaplain of the Artillery Corps 
at Fort Hancock, praised the work of the 
society, and Mrs. Lamont suggested that 
the society should take steps to get a char- 
ter from Congress and move its headquar- 
ters to Washington. When somebody said 
that more millionaires lived in New York 
to help toward raising the desired fund, 
Mrs. Lamont replied that millionaires were 
not the only ones to be considered, There 
were suggestions that the society ought to 
disband, but the agreement was to continue 
the present work and begin to raise the 
permanent fund.

LEGAL NOTES. 


ACTION FOR MALIc1ous ‘Prosacurion.—In 
the case of Van vs. Pacific Coast Company, 
which ‘was an action for malicious prose- 
cution, it appeared that the plaintiff was 
hired by the defendant for service upon 
a steamer during the season; and was fur- 
nished a suit of clothes to be worn on 
the vessel. He was told the clothes would 
be his if he remained in the service through 
the season. He quit the service in viola- 


tion of his contract, and as he was leaving 
the vessel carrying the suit he was ar- 
rested by a police officer, on the request 
of defendant's agent, for the theft of the 
clothes. He was detained a@ short time, 
but released on the same day, because the 
a did not prosecute. It did not 

pear that the agent ever had seen the 
Diaintite before causing his arrest. The 
{ntormation on which he called for the 
services of the police officer was given 
him by one of the officers of the vessel. 
It was held by the United States Circuit 
Court that, while not technically guilty of 
theft, there was probable cause for the 
plaintiff's arrest, and on that ground, and 
because it did not appear that there was 
any malice on the part of the agent, an 
action for malicious prosecution could 
not be maintained.
